7 N a Country that hath made 
{Ar} fo great a Figure in the 
World for ſo many Ages, 
and was the Theatre of the laſt War 
for Thirty Years, it will ſeem ſurpri- 
zing, that the Engliſh, who had the 
greateſt Share in that War, give us 
AJ * Accounts 
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Accounts of Sieges and Battels, but 
never thought of entertaining us 
with a Deſcription of the fine Cities, 
and other Curioſities of the Country, 
not inferior to any in Europe. 


It's for that Reaſon, that after my 
Journey through England and Scot- 
land, I undertook a Tour into this 
Countty, where one travels both 
with Conveniency and Pleaſure; for 
1 you can every Day breakfaſt in one 
. great City, dine in a ſecond, and 
| lye in a third during your Journey. 


\ The Figure it made in Antiquity 7 
Wo is beſt learn'd from Tacitus, who in 
his Roman Hiſtory tells you, That 
when the Romans came hither, they 
found the Inhabitants a Brave, Ho- 
| neſt, and Free People; and for that 
i Reaſon treated them as Brothers and 
. Aſſociates, rather than a conquered 
| People ; made them the Guards of 
their Emperors, to the Excluſion of 
other 
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other Nations, and call'd them the 
Bata ian Guards. 


The Romans found them Pagans, 
who ador'd Idols for every Day of 
the Week ; of which I have ſeen the 
Figures at Bruſſels : That of Sunday is 
the Sun in its Glory on a Pedeſtal, 
with a Wheel under it ſhowing its 
Courſe round the World : That of 
Monday is the Figure of a Woman 
holding the Moon in her Hands ; and 
ſhe was properly the Goddeſs of 
Fiſhermen, Boatmen, and other Peo- 
ple who live on the Water: That of 
Tueſdays call'd Tierſeo, was the moſt 
eſteem'd of their Gods; he was 
cloath'd in Bearskin, wore a long 
Beard, which render'd him Venerable 
amongſt the People, holding a Scep- 
ter in his right Hand, as a Mark of 
his Sovereignty : Wedneſday they a- 
dored the Idol Wogden ; he was arm'd 
with a Scimitar in his right Hand, 
and a Target on his Left; he was

viii Tze Introdaflien; 
their God of War, as Mars was that 
of the Romans. The Idol Thor was 
ador'd. on Thurſdays; he repre- 
ſents an old Man fitting in the Chair 
of State, with a golden Crown on 
his Head encircl'd with twelve Stars, 
and a Scepter jn his right Hand ; and 
he was reckon'd the God of Rains, 
Wind, Lightning, and Thunder. On 
Friday they ador'd the Goddeſs Friga ; 
ſhe had in her right Hand a Sword, 
and in the left a Bow; ſhe was call'd 
the Goddeſs of Peace, Plentv, and 
Love. On Saturday they ador'd the 
Idol Crodo; he ſtands on a Pedeſtal 
with 2 Basket of Fruit in one Hand, 
and a Wheel in the other. 


But on the Decadence of the Ro- 
man Empire, the Chriſtian Religion 
beginning to ſpread every where, Pope 
Marcellin in the 3d Century ſent ſeve- 
ral Eccleſiaſticks hither to preach the 
Goſpel, who made ſo great a Pro- 


grels, that St. Fiat alone chriſten'd at 
Tours

Tournay 30, ooo in one Week; and 
in the Year 608, St. Amand, preach- 
ing at Ghent, prevail'd ſo far upon the 
People, as to pull down all thoſe 
Idols, and to build Churches for the 
4 Chriſtian Religion; of which St. Fe- 
ter at Ghent, the Church calPd the 
2 Bourg at Antwerp, the Church calPd 
2 Renay nigh Oudenard, the great 
2 Churches of Cambray, Arras, Terowen, 
1 and Ma ſtricht were founded by 

him. 


The Chriſtian Religion was pro- 
pagated in its original Simplicity and

q ey, and Paganiſm quite extirpa- 
ted for 200 Years, when the Arian 
9 ereſy , in the Year 1115, put 
them in Confuſion ; which brought 
Norbertus with Train of Monks from 
| France to confute him ; and they had 

Jo good Succels, as to plant Monaſtries 
Every where, of Monks, who are the 
Eaterpillars of the Country to this 

Pay. When you come to my Letter 
1 from 
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from Antwerp, you will have a far- 
ther Account of this Norbertus. 


Upon the Decay of the Royian 
Empire, as they fi off Paganiſm, 
ſo they alſo did their Roman Yoke, 
and declar'd themſelves a free People; 
however, were divided into little 
Principalities after the manner of Ger- 
many; but by Intermarriages, and the 
Failure of Heirs- Male, they came by 
deg rees to be united to the Houſe of 
Burgundy. 


 Mecklin and Flanders were united 
to it in 1333, Artois in 1382, Na- 
mure in 14213 Brabant, Limburg, 
and Antwerp in 1430 Hainault, Hol- 


land and Zeland in 14.36 ; Friezeland 


in 1515 ; Luxemberg in 1462 ; Gel- 
der and Zutphen in 1472; Groningen 
in 1536 ; Utretcht and Over-Iſſel in 
1529: And all theſe not by Con- 
queſt or Force of Arms, but by In- 
termarriages and Succeſlion. 


2 But 
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But Charles the Hardy, Duke of 
Burgundy, leaving an only Daughter 
Mary, who married Maximilian Arch- 
duke of Auſtria, afterwards Emperor 
of Germany, put an end to the Houſe 
of Burgundy, and carried theſe Pro- 
vinces as a Portion to the Houſe of 
Auſtria, By this Marriage there was 
one Son, Philip the Firſt, who was de- 
clar'd Hereditary Sovereign of theſe 
Provinces. He married Jane of Ca- 
flile, Daughter and Heireſs of Ferdi- 
nand King of Arragon, by whom he 
had two Sons, Charles and Ferdinand ; 


F and dying before his Father the Em- 


peror Maximilian, Charles was Heir 
to theſe Provinces, and after the 


4 Death of his Grandfather was choſen 
Emperor by the Name of Charles the 
Fifth. 


During the Minority of this Prince, 
the Government of theſe Netherlands 
was given to his Aunt Margaret of 

Au ſiria, 
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Auſtria, Daughter of Mary of Bur- 


gundy, who was born at Bruſſels 1 in F 
1479, and dy d at Mecklin in 15 30, 


after governing theſe Provinces twenty 
three Years; and after her Death, 
the Emperor being much employ'd in 
Germany and Spain, he beſtow'd the 
Government of theſe Provinces upon 


his Siſter Mary of Auſtria, Widow | 


of Lewis the 1d King of Hungary, 
who govern'd them twenty four 
Years; and accompanying her Bro— 
ther into Spain after his Refi ignation, 
ſhe dy'd a Month after him in the 
Year 1558. 


The Emperor Charles the Fifth, 
being a Native of Flanders, born at 
Ghent, had a particular Affection for 
theſe Provinces : But unhappily for 
them, when he reſign'd the Empire 
to hls Brother Ferdinand, and his 
Kingdom of Spain to his Son Philip, 
inſtead of annexing them to the Em- 
pire, which would have made them 

a glo- 
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a glorious and flouriſhing People, he 
gave them to his Son the King of 
Spain to be govern'd as diſtant Pro- 
vinces by Maxims and Laws entirely 
Spaniſh. Conſequently Philip the 
Second of Spain being a thorough 
Spaniard, deſign'd to. introduce into 
thoſe Countries the Spaniſh Govern- 
ment and Inquiſition: He obtain'd of 
Pope Faul the Fourth the Erection of 
» fourteen new Biſhopricks in this 
Country; and Cardinal Grand#1lc 
was ſent to ſet up the Inquiſition ; 
„ and that this might go down the bct- 
ter with the People, inſtead of a Co- 
vernor General of the whole Coun- 
try, he appointed particular Govci- 
nors for every Province. 


The Count d' Egmont was made 
Governor of Flanders, William of 
3 Naſſau Prince of Orange was made 
Governor of Holland, Zealand, and 
Direcht; the Count de Meghem Go- 
vernor of Zuphen and Gelder; the 


Duke 
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Duke of Aremberg Governor of Friex- 
land, Over-Tyſel, Groningen, and Lin- 
given; the Count de Mansfield Go- 
vernor of Luxemburg; the Count de 
Berlamont Governor of the Province 
of Namur; the Marquis de Berghes 
Governor of the Province of Hai- 
nault; the Marquis of Montmorancy 
Governor of Liſſe, Doway, and Or-

chies ; the Marquis de Montigny G- 
yernor of Tournay ; and the Count 
de Horn was made Great Admiral. 
Theſe being all Natives of the Coun- 
try, and Men of great Authority, 
he believ'd that his new Regulations 
would be the better receiv'd by the 
People; but upon his embarking for 
Spain at Fluſhing in Zeland, theſe Go- 
vernors took the Part of the People 
in oppoſing the new Innovations;

Canterbury, Colcheſter, and Norwich; 
and their Churches are call'd the 
N alloon Churches to this Day. 


The Princeſs Margaret ſeeing the 
whole Country in Confuſion by the 
(a) Duke 
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Duke of Alva's Coming, deſired to 
be recall'd from her Government, 
and dy'd ſoon after of Grief in the 
Kingdom of Naples. 


The firſt thing the Duke of Alva 
did, was to {cize the Chiefs or Heads 
of the Confederates. The Prince 
of Orange made his Eſcape into Ger- 
many ; but the Counts of Egmond 
and Horn, two of the firſt Families 
in the Country, were ſeized on the 
gth of September, 1567. and ſent 
Priſoners to the Citadel of Ghent 
under a Guard of 3000 Spaniards.

THE Town is but ſmall, and conſiſts of 
Eight Streets, that run from the Market- 
Place, as at Dundee in Scotland : How- 
ver, as this is the Thorough-fair of the 
Eugliſh to France and Flanders, the Place 
S pretty populous, and the Inns very good. 

FRO M Calais, in three Hours, in a ſan- 
ly flat Country, I arriv'd at Graveling in

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THIS Town is ſituated near the Sea 
upon a River that runs through it, and is 
navigable for ſmall Veſlels ; but as Trade 
never flouriſhes in Garriſon Towns, its 
Commerce is entirely loſt, and Graſs grows 
in the Market-Place ; the Religious how- 
ever agree very well with Garriſons, for 
here are abundance of Cloiſters of Men and 
Women; and amongſt the reſt, a Nunnery 
of Engliſh Ladies, of the Order of 
St. Clare, who take in Penſionaries from 
England, to teach them Needle-work ; and 
thole who like not to be Nuns, return in 
three years to their Parents in England: 
This Nunnery was founded by Bene- 
factions from England, in the Year 
1620. 

FROM Graveling, in three Hours more, 
in the ſame iandy Country, I arriv'd at 
Dunkirk, a fine Town; but by the blowing 
up of the Citadel, the Risbank, and its o- 
ther Fortifications, purſuant to the Treaty 
of Utrecht, it ſeems, at a Diſtance, to be a 
lieap of Rubbiſh ; but when you come into 
the City, the Streets are large, regular, 
and well paved: Here are five Squares 
planted with Trees, and the Houſes 
ſumptuous and noble; but here are no Shops 
open in the great Streets, as at London; 
moſt of the Houſes having Porte-Cocheres, | 
and Court-yards, for the Conveniency and 
the Uſe of their Families. Tarts 
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THE Town-Houſe is a very fine Build- 
ing, 4 la moderne, and over-againſt it, is 


the Church of the Feſuits, with its College, 


which is very noble: The Cathedral hath 


1 a very high Steeple, from whence, in Time 
of War, they uſed to ſee with Perſpective- 
= Glaſles, the Engliſh Fleet in the Downs, 


and what Ships paſs'd through the Channel, 
and gave Signals to their Privateers ac-

I x this Church, there is a fine Picture of

HERE are abundance of Religious Or- 
ders, eſpecially two Nunneries of Exgliſb 
Ladies; the Auguſtius are called the Dames

The Durch, under Prince Maurice, 
inveſted this Town A. D. 16co, and Arch- 
uke Albert coming to relieve it, a Battle 
enſued, which was won x" the Dutch, 
ho were chiefly oblig'd to the Bravery of 
the Engliſh, under the Conduct of Sir 
rancis Vere.

T 1 1 s being the only Sea-port Town of 
the Auſtrian Netherlands, drives a great 
Trade to all Parts of the World, and is con- 
ſequently very populous, Its Harbour is 
large enough to contain 100 Sail ot Ships; 
but a Parr of Sand at the Mouth makes its 
Entry difficult, except at High-Water. his 
Townis ſtrongly fortitied, and is famous for 
that Siege which the Dutch maintained a- 
gainſt the Arch-duke Albert, and the Mar- 
quiſs de Spinola, which laſted from 1601, 
three Years, three Months, three Weeks, 
three Days, and three Hours, in which MW 
the beſt Writers compute, that there

as wou'd hold Men enough to defend it. 
Prince Maurice attempted to relieve it ſe- 
W veral Times, but in vain, the Jpaniards 
being too ſtrongly intrench'd, and his Army 
too ſmall to force them; but when the Gar- 
Jriſon came to $/uys by virtue of the Capitu- 
lation, he receiv'd them with as much Ho. 
Wnour for their gallant Defence, as if they 
had come from a Conqueſt. Sir Francis 
ere, our Countryman, was Governor of it 
for ſome time during the Siege; and 'tis 
recorded, that the Spaniards ſhot ſuch a 
number of Bullets againſt the Sand-Hill 
Bulwark, where they ſtuck, that it became 
ga Wall of Iron, and daſh'd all the freſh Bul- 
ets that hit it to Pieces, 
IN 1658,Cardinal Mazarinform'd a trea- 
herous Deſign to ſurprize this Town, and 
rote confidently to the Electors, who were 
met at Frankfort to chuſe an Emperor, that 
It 
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it was actually done; but the Miſcarriage and 


Defeat of the French Troops in the At- 
tempt, very much expoſed his Reputation 
and Politics. The French, however, poſ- 
ſeſſed themſelves of it after the Death of 
King Charles II. of Spain, but were oblig'd 
to ſurrender it after a ſhort Siege, from the 
20th of June, N. S. to the 6th of July, 
1706, to the Eugliſh and Dutch, under the 
Dukes of Marlborough and Argyle, and 
the Dutch Generals Fagel and Auver- 
guergue, who carried on the Siege by Land, 
while Sir Stafford Fairbon bombarded it 
by Sea. By the Treaty of Utrecht, it was 
made a Part of the Auſtrian Netherlands, 
where the Emperor has ſince erected a Com- 
pany for trading to the Eaſt-Indzes. 

Ir is the Misfortune of this Town, that 
they have no freſh Water, which their Brew- 
ers are obliged to bring from Bruges by 
Water, and put in a Ciſtern, made for that 
Purpoſe, on the Key. 

ABOUT a Mile above Oſftend is the Sas; 
which opens to the great Canal of Brzges, 
an artificial Work of twelve Miles in length, 
and is ſupply'd by Water from the Sea by 
Floodgates, which are opened when theTide 
flows, and ſhut again when it ebbs; by 
which means a Body of Water is kept up 
enough to carry Ships of 300 Tuns up to 
Bruges; by which Canal | went in a Treck- 
Schuyt in three Hours thither.

W flouriſhing City of Europe for Trade, and 
the firſt Bill of Exchange was drawn from 
hence; but Autwerp firſt began to take its 
Trade from it, and then Amſterdam; how- 
ever there are ſtill ſeveral Merchants of all 
f 1 Nations that reſide here, eſpecially 
Liriſh. 

unis City is very large, having 260 
Streets, {ix large Market-places or Squares, 
ſeven Gates, and above 200 Bridges a-croſs 
their Canals, which they ſay gave it its 
Name. 

T HE great Market. place is very ſpacious 
and noble, at the end of which ſtands a fine 
Steeple, 333 Steps high, with a curious Chyme 
of Bells; and joining to it is a ſpacious Court, 
on one ſide of which is the Town-houſe, 2 
venerable Edifice adorned with the Statues, 
in Niches, of all the Dukes of Brabant and 
Earls of Flanders, as big as the Life ; and 
on the other ſide, a Palace, where the Gen- 
tlemen of the Country meet on their publick 
Affairs, and the other Quarter is the Cathe- 
dral, with the Biſhops Palace. 

THE Streets in general are ſpacious, and 
the Houſes very large a Pantique. They 
ſhew'd me 17 ancient Palaces, formerly the 
Reſidences of the Conſuls of the ſeveral Na- 
ions in Europe; there are alſo the Cloth -

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Rooms which belong to the Engliſh, and 
under the firſt runs a Canal, which brings 
Bilanders of burden, with their Goods, into 
the Hall. In fine, Bruges reſembles a beau. 
tiful old-faſhion'd Lady in Decay. 

THERE are ſeveral very fine Churches 
in Bruges: TheChurch of St. Donat, which 
is the Cathedral, is no great matter; but that 
of our Lady, or Noſtre Dame, is a fine 
Church, with a noble lofty Steeple, which 
with that from the Market-place, is a Guide 
for Mariners at Sea. j 


IN the Choir of this Church are two fine 


Tombs,which are caſed, except on State-days, Wl 
the one of Charles the Hardy, Duke of Bur- 
gundy, who was killd at the Battle of Nantz, 
in the Year 1477; and the other, of his 
Daughter Mary, Heireſs of Burgundy, both i 
of them of Braſs gilt, and enamelFd very 
fine. | F 
THE Treaſure of this Church is alſo 
very curious and rich, but cannot be ſhown 
to Strangers, except by two of the Nobility, 8 
and two of the Burghers, who keep the 
Keys: Amongſt other Curioſities, there are 
the rich Veſtments of Thomas of Becket, 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury in England, ſet |] 
with Diamonds and other precious S: ones, | 
and bought at the Reformation in Eng- 
land, by Mary of Burgundy, who preſented 
them to this Church. 

4 THERE 
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THERE are ſeveral other very fine 
Churches: That of the Jeſuits, is a Model 
that wou'd even paſs for a Curioſity at 
Rome. In the Dominican Church, the 
Palpit is reckoned an admirable Piece of 
Workmanſhip, the Wood that ſupports the 
Top being cut out as Ropes, and bending 
as ſuch, is very curious There is a remark- 
able Picture in this Church of the Marriage 
of our Saviour with St. Katharine of Sien- 
na; the Virgin Mary joins their Hands, 
St. Dominick marries them, and old King 
David plays upon the Harp at their 
Wedding 

THE Carthaſians have a very large 
Monaſtery here. Their Kitchen Garden, 
their Cells, and little Gardens, may be an 
Engliſh Mile in Circumference, I went 
to viſit them, and asked the Superior, if any 
of their Mouths were open, that is to ſay, 
had the Liberty of ſpeaking; he ſhew'd 


me a Cell, and defired me to ring a Bell 


there ; when I rung, the Father within 


asked what I wanted; I anſwer'd that a 
Stranger had the Curiofity to ſee a Cell: 
Curiolity, ſays he, never enters here, but if 
you'll ring at a Cell in the corner, there is one 
may, perhaps, admit you; and when Irang 
there, a little old chearful Father let me in, 
and fatisfiedmyCuriolity, by ſhewing me his 
Room, his Oratory and Library, his * 

C ar- 
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Garden and a Gallery to walk in when it 
rains, which was full of Birds; he told me, 
that every one of the Fathers, to divert them- 
ſelves, took to one Trade or other, that 
his was breeding up of Birds, and that all 
the Fathers Apartments were alike. 

THE Auguſtines have alſo a very fine 
Church here. The Capuchins have a very 
large Monaſtery, embelliſh'd withEver-greens, 
and in the Carmelite's Church, which is one 
of the fineſt in the City, is a fine Monument 


of Henry Jermyn, Lord Dover, and. Peer of 
England; but the fineſt Monaſtery in this At 
City, is the Dunes, of the Order of St. Ber- ic 


ard. It conſiſts of two Cloyſters as large as N 
thoſe at Hampton-Court, with large Gar- 


dens behind; the Abbot's Apartment is very 2E 


magnificent, and thoſe of the Monks in the 
Cloyſters very neat; they keep a ſumptuous 
Table of every Thing that's in ſeaſon, and 
have Country Seats depending on the Abby, 
where they go a hunting, or to refreſh them- 
ſelves, and keep their own Coaches. |

Iſtitutions for Orphans and Baſtards ; par- 
Iticularly one, call'd the School of Bogard, 
Jeſtabliſn'd in the Year 1411. and where 
Where are no leſs than 150 or 2c0 
scholars, who are bred up in ſuch Studies, 
Jas ſuit beſt to their Genius; and there 
Jyou ſee the Pictures of ſeveral Biſhops, Ab. 
Y bats, Civilians, and other dignified Perſons, 
who were bred up at that School. 


HERE are alſo ſeveral Curioſities, worth 


$a Strangers while. In the Hoſpital, are ſe- 
Fveral curious Pictures, belonging to the 
publick. In the Great Hall where the Nobi- 
Jity of the Franc meet, are ſeveral very 
good Pictures, particularly the laſt Judge- 
ment by Bac fer, a Diſciple of Rubens, Theſe 
Nobility are the Gentlemen who are Propri- 
Jetors of the Diſtricts round Bruges, and are 
Inot ſubject to the Magiſtrates of the City. 
They enjoy great Privileges, and ſend their

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puties to the Aſſemblies of the States of 
Flanders. 

IT was in this City that Philip the 
Good, Duke of Burgundy, inſtituted the] 
Order of the Golden Fleece, in the Month Þ 
of January, 1430, the Day he conſum- 
mated his Marriage with Label Daughter 
of John, King of Portugal : He took the 
Virgin Mary and St. Andrew, for Pro- 
tectors of the Order; and created on that 
Day, 25 Knights, whom he cloath'd with a 
long ſcarlet Robe, which hath been ſince 
changed to ſcarlet Velvet; and added a 
Golden Fleece, hanging at a Collar of Gold; 
he declar'd himſelf Chief of the Order; 
appointed a Chancellor, a Treafurer, ai 
King at Arms, and a Secretary. There 
were 22 Chapters of this Order held, till 
Philip II. King of Spazn, held his laſt at 
Ghent, in the Year 1559; when Pope] 
Gregory XIII. gave to him and his Suc- 
ceſſors, a Power to create Knights of thei 
Order, where, or when he pleas'd, W 
calling a Chapter. 1 

THE Inns here are very good, and moſt 
Nations have them of their Country ; but 
thoſ2 of the Natives of the Country where 
you are in, are always the beſt.

Inhabitants call it ſeven Leagues. 

THEKE are ſeveral large Market Pla. 
ces, or Squares; and the Streets are long 
and broad, with their Houſes well built, 
The Rivers Scheld, Lis, Lieve, and more 
which run through it, divide it into ſo ma.] 
ny Canals, and form 26 little Iſles, over 
which, are 300 Bridges. | 

TAE Market-Place, call'd the Friday. 
Market, in the middle of which, is erected 
the Statue of Char les V. with his Imperial 
Robes and Scepter in his Hand, 1s larger 
than that of Covent-Garden at London. 

THE Corn-Market, is alſo a large Square, 
where all the beſt Taverns and Coffee. 
Houſes are. It's in this Square where all theÞ 
Gentlemen meet about their Affairs, and it 
ſerves at Noon as an Exchange for Mer. 
chants, and a Parade for Officers. 

THE Plain is alſo a ſpacious Square. 
fully planted with Trees, and ſurroundedÞ 
with Palaces. 

TAE Street, in which ſtands the Town.] 
Houſe, is very large; and the Town-Houſeſ 
itſelf, which conſiſts of a double Court, alli 
built with Free-ſtone, is a magnificentf 
Building; there hang in the Great Hall 
the Meaſures and Weights of every Thing 
that can be ſold at Ghent; and amongſt thef 
reſt, the Meaſure of a Man, in cn by .

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Wife ſhould ſue for a Divorce. Pity our 
Author has not given us the Standard. 

JoyYNING to this Town-Houſe, is a 
Steeple call'd the Bellfroi, 300 Steps high; 
there is a fine Clock, and Chyme of Bells 
in it; and one Bell call'd Rouland, which 
is 11000 Pound Weight. ak 

THE Churches here, are very many, 
and very magnificent; that of St. Bavo, 
the Cathedral, is exactly the Cathedral of 
Canterbury, without any manner of Altera- 
tion; only this is better adorn'd within, 
and has a finer Steeple. 

HERE are abundance of fine Monu- 
ments, and fine Pictures in every Chappel ; 
but I cou'd not help obferving ſix Copper 
Candleſticks, or Standiſhes, gilt, higher 
than a Man, with the Arms of England 
upon them, in the Choir; which, upon 
enquiry, I found were part of the Spoils of 
the Cathedral of Canterbury at the Refor- 
mation. | 

THE Pariſh Churches of St. James, 
St. Michael, St. Martin, our Lady, St. Sa- 
viour, and St. Nicholas, are all magnifi- 
cently adorn'd, and worth the Curioſity 
of a Stranger. Here are alſo almoſt innu- 
merable Convents, with each their Church 
and Chappel, finely adorn'd : The Abby 
of St. Peter, or St. Peter's Hill, 1s the 
chief: It's Revenues are reckon'd to be the

teach human Literature; and there is alſo 
an Engliſh Jeſuits College, where they 
teach Rebellion; the Carthuſeans have a 
large Monaſtery here, as at Brages ; the 
Auguſtines, the Dominicans, the Recol/ets, 
and the Capuchins, have each their ſpacious 
Monaſteries ; but the Church of the bare- 
footed Carmelites, finiſn'd in 1712, is one 
of the chief Beauties of the City. 

THERE are alſo abundance of Nunne. 
ries, and amongſt others, one of Eugliſh 
Benediftin Ladies; of which, a Daughter 
of the Duke of Norfolk, is Abbeſs. 

HERE isalſoalarge Beguinage for young 
Women that do not take upon them the 
Vow of Chaſtity. It's above a Mile in cir- 
cumference, inclos'd: The Women here, 
who are generally about 5oco, have each a 
neat little Cell, go out when they pleaſe, 
and imploy their time in weaving of Lace, 
and looking after the Sick. They are de- 
cently cloath'd in black, with Cambrick 
Head-dreſs, like other Nuns ; and, when- 
ever they marry, they leave the Houſe, 

THERE 
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THERE are ſeveral Gentlemen in this 
Town, that have fine Collections of Pictures; 
| amongſt whom, one Mr. Hutſon, an En- 
gliſbman. But I cannot omit a Statue in 
J Braſs, of a Son cutting off the Father's 
3 Head with a Sabre, and the Father kneel- 
ing, which is on one of the Eridges nigh 
the Corn-Market. Ihe Story is thus; I he 
Father and Son were condemned for a 
Crime, in which it was judged, that one 
Jof them ſhould ſuffer, and the other be the 
Executioner; the Son begg'd that he wight 
be the Sufferer, becauſe he could not take 
away the Life of him that gave him Life; 
Ithe Father pray'd, that he might be the 
Sufferer, becauſe he could not ki his only 
Son. and being aged, could hope for no 
more; whereas his Son ſurviving, would 
Akeep up the Family. At laſt, the Contro- 
Jverſy was decided by the Judges, who or- 
ider'd the Son to be the Executioner; but 

as he was ready to give the fatal Blow, the 
lade broke in his Hand, which being 
1 ook'd upon as a ſingular Providence, if not 
a Rebuke to the Barbarity of the Prop oſal, 
hey were both pardon'd. This 9

Tut People of Ghent have always 
peen zealous Amer of their Liberties and 
. IPrivileges, and under that Pretence, very 


f pften mutinous; for we read in the Annals 
of 
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of that City, that 6000 of the Inhabitants 
under the Command of Philip of Or. 
tavil, the Son of a Brewer, took up i 
Arms againſt Lewis de Male, Earl of Flas. 
ders, their Sovereign, who was oblig'd to 
call for Succour from Charles the VIth 
King of France; who, at the Head of his 
Army, attack'd them in 1381, at Rouſe. 
bank near Courtray, and kill'd 40000 off 
them with their Chief, Oz taville. 1 
CHARLES V. Emperor of Germa 
ny, was born in this City, on the 24th of 
February, 1500, in the Palace which till 
remains there, call'd, The Court of Princes; 
he granted them feveral new Privileges 
yet under pretext of ſome illegal Impoſ. 
tions from the Spaniards, in the Year 1539 
they revolted from him, and put them. 
ſelves under the Protection of Francis, the 
firſt King of France ;, but the Emperor nd 
ſooner heard of it, than he came poſt fron 
Spain through France, and chaſtiſed then 
with the utmoſt Rigour; for he hang'd u 
26 of the principal Burghers, baniſh'd 2 
bove 50, ſeiz'd all their Eitates, Artillery 
and Arms, condemn'd them to a Fine d 
1.200,000 Crowns, and their Magiſtrates u 
walk in the publick Proceſſions with Rope 
about their Necks. He alſo built a ſtrong 
and large Citadel, to keep them in awe foi 
the Future; which Citadel is ſtill kept un 
very 


| 
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very good Repair, and was, all the laſt 
War, in the Hands of the Engliſh, who 
uſed to be quarter'd there, and with whom 
the Townſmen. were often very mutinous, 
notwithſtanding the Governor and Garriſon 
of the City were Enghſh. The famous 
Duke of Lancaſter, too well known by 
the Name of John of Gaunt, was alſo born 
in this City. 

I T was here that the famous Pacifica- 
tion, conſiſting of 25 Articles, was ſign'd 
on the 8th Day of November, 1576, for 
ſettling the I ranquillity of the ſeventeen 
Provinces, which was afterwards con- 
firm'd by Philip II. of pain. *T was taken 
by Lewis XIV. in fix Days, Anno 1678, 
but reſtor'd by the Treaty of Nimeguen. 
*Twas poſſeſs'd by them again, after the 
Death of Charles II. of Spazn ; but aban- 
don'd after their Defeat at Ramellies, in 
1706, to the Confederates. They took it 
again by Surprize and Treachery, together 
with Bruges, in 1708; but they were both 
recover'd again by the Duke of Marlho- 
rough, towards the End of the Year, and 
are by the Treaty of Utrecht, annexed to 
the Auſtrian Netherlands. 

FRO M Ghent, over a Cauſeway 30 
Miles long, and ſtrait as an Arrow, broader 
than any Street, and well pav'd, I went 
by the Dilligence, din'd at Aloft, a prett 

2 little 
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little Town, ſituated in a fine Country; 
their Pariſh Church is very noble, not in- 
ferior to any. Here are abundance of Con- 
vents, with the Beguinage. The greateſt 
Curioſity is the Tomb of Theory Martin, ho 
invented Printing, with a large Epitaph 
done by Eraſmns. 

"Twas taken by the Spaniards in 
1576, and by the Duke of A/engon in 1582; 
after which, it was garriſon'd by the Eu- 
gliſh, but betray'd by the Governor to the 

uke of Parma. The French took it in 
1667, whoſe King, Lewis XIV. pretended 
to this Town and Country in the Right of 
his Queen; but reſtor'd it by the Treaty of 
Nimeguen, after diſmantling it. He ſeiz d 
it again after the Death of King Charles II. 
of Spain, but his Troops abandon'd it af- 
ter their Defeat at Ramellies in 1706, and 
it went with the reſt of the Spaniſh Ne- 
therlands by the Treaty of Utrecht, to the 
Houle of Auſtria. | 

TAE Country belonging to this Town, 
which conſiſts of 172 Villages, is one of 
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the fertileſt in the Low- Countries, and is 


govern'd by a Bailiff, who is generally one 

of the chief Nobility of the Country. 3 

BRUSSELS makes a noble Ap- 8 

pearance, as you paſs from Aloft to it, being 

ſituated on the Brow of a Hill; and from | 

below, you ſee the whole. No City in } 
Europe 
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Europe makes a finer Figure at a Diſtance 
except Naples and Genoa; and like them 
when you are in the Town, it 1s all up 
Hill and down. It hath ſeven Gates, 
viz, that of the Louvain, to the Eaſt ; that 
of Namur, to the South; that of Ander- 
lecht, to the Weſt; that of Flanders, to 
the North; that of Scharebeeck, to the 
North-Eaſt ; that of Wilvoort, upon the 
Canal, which makes the Tower, or Hide- 
Park of Bruſels, for the Ladies to take the 
Air; and that of Hall to the Weſt. Out 
of every one of theſe Gates, are large Su- 
burbs, where the Burghers have their Gar- 
dens for their Summer Recreation; the 
City 18 alſo wall'd round, but the Place is 
too large to hold out a long Siege ; the 
Streets are very ſpacious, though ſteep, and 
the Houſes generally pretty high. There 
are ſeven Squares, or great Market-Places, 
which are very tine. | 

THE great Market-Place, is one of the 
beautifulleſt Squares in the World: The 
Town-Houſe, where the Magiſtrates aſſem- 


E ble, takes up one quarter of the Square, and 


is a noble Pile of Building, with a Steeple 
upon it 364 Foot high; and in the Year 
1445, the City plac'd on the top of this 
Steeple, the Statue of St. Michael killing 
the Dragon, in Copper gilt, and 17 Foot 
high; which ſerves for a Weather-cock. 

In 
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In this Town-Houſe, is alſo the Apartment 


where the States of Brabant meet, and the 
fineſt adorn'd of any in Europe. There are 
three large Rooms, where you have the 
Hiſtory ot the Reſignation of Charles V. to 
his Son and Brother, in Tapeſtry, done to 
ſo great a Perfection, that no Painter comes 
up to it. 

I MUST confeſs, I took them for Paint- 
ing, till I felt them ; they are in gilt Frames, 
and nothing at the Gobelins in Paris comes 
up to them. The other Rooms belonging to 
this noble Aſſembly, are allo finely adorn'd 
with original Paintings; and indeed the 
whole is well worth the Curioſity of a 
Stranger. 

RoUN D the other three Parts of this 
large Market-Place, are the Halls of the 
different Trades, where the Deacons and 
Tradeſmen meet on the Affairs of their 


Companies; they have each a great Room 


for themſelves, and the reſt of the Houſe 
ſerves for a Tavern; theſe Halls are all of 
a Height, and the Fronts adorn'd with 
Sculpture and Gilding, with Latin Inſcrip- 
tions. The Herb-Market, is alſo a very 
noble Square; the Sablon, which is the 
Horſe-Market, and may be as large as 
Lincoln's-Inn-Fields, at Lonaon, is envi- 
ron'd with ſeveral very handſome Hotels. 
That of the Prince de la Tour and Taxis, con- 

liſting 
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fiſting of two ſpacious Courts, is a very 
noble Palace finely furniſhed with original 
paintings; as is alſo that of the Eugliſb 
Earl of Ailesbury, which overlooks the Fa- 

blon. The Marquis 4e Prie, the preſent 

Deputy-Governor of this Country, does not 

live in the Imperial Palace, but hath his 

Palace adjoining to this. 

T HE Imperial Palace ſtands upon the 
top of the Hill, with a large Square before 
it, incircled with Pillars of Braſs, on 
$ which, are the Statues of ſeveral Emperors 
and Dukes of Brabant, in Braſs gilt, as big 
Jas the Life; and behind the Palace, you 
g deſcend by a Pair of hanging Stairs, to a 
Parterre, with Jette d Eaux, and Ever- 
greens, behind which is a Park well ſtock'd 
2 with Deer, and planted with Trees like that 

of St. James's at London, for every Body 
Ito walk in. Here is a ſurpriſing Eccho, 
-F2 which makes twelve diſtinct Replies. 

Lo enter this Palace by a ſpacious 
Court; on the left of which there is a great 
Hall, that leads you to the Imperial Chap- 
2 pe!, adorned on the Outſide like that of 
Henry the VIIths at Weſtminſter; and fron- 
ting the Gate of this Court, you enter the 
Royal Apartments, which are very noble, 
but irregular, they having been built at ſe- 
veral times; and under them is a Terraſs, 
fronting the Parterre, on which are all the 
Statues 
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Statues of the Dukes and Dutcheſſes of Bra. 

bant; and at the further End of the Park zl 

a Pleaſure-houſe, built by the Emperot 

Charles V. call'd the Emperor's Palace. 
OPePos1TE tothis Imperial Palace, on 


the other ſide of the Square, is the Armou- 
ry, worthy the Curioſity of a Stranger, 
where one ſees the Figures of ſeveral Em 
perors and Dukes in Armour, on Horſeback 
and on Foot, with curious antique Arm 
after the Manner of the ſeveral Courts of 


Germany. 


JoininNG to this Armoury, are thy 
Garden Walls of the Palace of Orange 
which ſtands alſo upon the Eminence, an 
over looks the whole City; this Palace ui 


very large and very regular, but conlills 


only of one ſquare Court. It was the ani 
tient Reſidence of the Princes of Orang 
when they came to Court, before the un 
happy Confuſion made by the Duke d 
Alva; and was left by King William Ill 
of England, to the King of Pruſſia, ub

HE RN E are alſo the Palaces of the 
Prince de Ligue, the Dukes of Aremberg 
and Ar ſcot, the Princes of Epinoy, Berg:

there are alſo ſeveral private Gentlemen, 
vo have curious Collections, which they 
By ſhow willingly to Strangers, particularly 
the two Meſſieurs Fraulas, and Mr. Meers 
his Louvre, which is a Suite of four large 
"BY Kooms, where Gentlemen in Neceſſity put 
up their Pictures, and borrow Money upon 
them without their Names being known; 
and here one often meets with good Pen- 

"2 n y worths, 
THE Theatre for Operas, which joins 
J this Louvre, was built by the Duke of Ba- 
varia, in the Year 1700, and is certainly 
the nobleſt and largeſt in the World; being 
built after the Italian Manner, with rows 
Jof Loges, or Cloſets, moſt of them with 
Ichimneys in them, which the Nobility ge- 
Inerally take by the Winter, for the conve- 
Iniency of their Families and Friends, and 
keep the Keys. That of the Prince de 
Ligne, is wainſcotted with Looking-glaſs, 
ſo that he can fit in a Corner of his 
Loge, with half a Dozen Friends, and 
drink a Bottle, or eat Supper, which they 
often do by a warm Fire, and ſee the whole 
Repre- 


\ 
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Repreſentation in the Looking-glaſs, with- 
out being ſeen by the Actors or the Com- 
pany. In this Square, call'd the Place 
de Monnoye, 1s alſo the Mint where they 
coin Money. 

THE YLallegas, Dukes de Sf, Pierre 
had in their Family for 132Years, four fine 
Pictures of the Markets of Bruſels, done 
by Rubens and Snyder, which coſt them, 
at firſt hand, gocoo Florins, and were the 
Ornament of this City. The French King 
offer'd great Sums of Money for them, but 
they are now gone to England, and in the 
Poſſeſſion of the Right Honourable Robert 
Walpole, Eſq; Miniſter of State. ; 

Ev EN Rome itſelf is not better pro- 
vided with Water than this City; there are 
twenty publick Fountains adorn'd with 
Statues at the Corners of the moſt publick 
Streets; that in the Herb-Market, is four 
beautiful young Women, that ſqueeze the 
Water out of their Breaſts, which ſpout 
Night and Day at a great Diſtance : I muſt 
not omit Manuky-pi/s, which is the brazen | 
Statue of a naked Boy, laughing and piſſing 
out of his Cock: They tell a merry Story 
of King Charles II. of England, to a Gen- 
tleman who came from Bruſſels ; he ask d 
him, by what Hand Manuky-pi/s held his 
Cock? The Gentleman ſaid, the Left; the 
King laid him a Wager it was the Right, ; 
and ſent him back again. | 


T HE 
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THE Fountain, in the middle of the 
Town-Houſe, of Neptune and his Jritons 
ſpouting out Water, and the Horſe from 
his Mouth and Noſtrils, is much eſteem'd. 
THE Rivage, is the lower part of the 
City, and cut out into Canals for the con- 
veniency of hipping, which come from 
the Sea by a Canal that they cut from Wil- 
librook, a Village on the Scheld, 15 Miles 
diſtant from Bruſſels; which Canal was 
finiſh'd in 1661, by the famous Architect 
George Rinaldi, and coſt them 1.800, % 
Florins, by this Canal there are Treck- 
Schuyts, which go twice a Day betwixt 
Bruſſels and Antwerp ; it's the more ſur- 


priſing, that Brafels is 50 Foot higher than 


Wilkbrook, and yet by their Sluices, they 
make the Water equal. | 

T HE Canals of the Rivage in Bruſels, 
are after the manner of Holland, with broad 
ſtreight Keys, planted with Trees, where 
the Ladics take the Air in their Coaches; 
and go out of the Port of Ville vort, joining 
to them, where is a fine Road with four 
Rows of Trees on each Side along the Ca- 
hal for ſeveral Miles; and from the Rzvege, 
the Magiſtrates in 1667, erected a ſtately 
Pair of Stairs, which leads to the Walls, 
on which one may walk, under the Shade 
of Trees, round the City. 
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THE Churches in this City are very 
magnificent; that of St. Gadule, which 18 
the Cathedral, is the chief; it lies on the 
top of the Hill nigh the Gate of Lou- 
Vain, and is environ'd with Baluſtrades of 
Iron ; and you aſcend to it from the brow 
of the Hill by ſtately Stairs, which were 
finiſh'd in the Year 1707. It's an old Go- 
thick Building on the Outſide, with two 
large Steeples on the Eaſt End, but tinely 
adorn'd within: On the Pillars, in the 
Body of the Church, are the Statues of 
our Saviour, and ſix Apoſtles on one fide; 
and of the Virgin Mary, and fix more on 
the other, as big as the Life : The little 
Chappels, on each ſide, are finely adorn'd 
with Painting, and baluſtraded with Marble. 
In the Choir are ſeveral fine Monuments 
of illuſtrious Princes, as the Archduke 4. 
bert, and his Wife Iſabel, Infanta of Spain; | 
John II. Duke of Brabant, with his Wife 
Mary, Daughter to Edward IV. King of 
England ; but the fineſt, towards the great 
Altar, is that of Erneſt, Archduke of Au- 


ſiria, Governor of the Lou- Countries: 


Round this Choir, on the outſide, are ſe- 
veral pretty little Chappels; but 8 14 


that on the left Hand of the Choir, dedi- MY 


cated to three Hoſties, which, they ſay, | 
were ſtabb'd by a 7e 400 Years ago, * : 
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bled : They are expoſed every Feſtival, in 
a Chalice richly ſet with Diamonds. 

I T wou'd be too long to give you the 
Hiſtory of the Stabbing : I will tell only 
tel! you, that to eternize the Memory of 
it, there is a yearly Proceſſion on the Sun- 
day after the 13th of Juh, when they car- 
ry theſe Hoſties, embelliſh'd with all man- 
ner of precious Stones, round the City ; at- 
tended by all the Clergy, ſecular and regu- 
lar, the Magiſtrates, the Courts of Juſtice, 
and even the Governor of the Country. 
The Chappel is built all of Marble, and the 
Altar of maſſy Silver. 

Tur RE are a great many other Churches 
worth the Curioſity of a Traveller, eſpe. 
cially that of our Lady upon the Sablon; 
the Jeſait,, as they have every where, you 
may be ſure have a very fine Church here, 
to which you aſcend by a ſtately Stair-caſe, 
built in 1716. All the other religious 
Orders have their Monaſteries and Chur- 
ches; and amongſt the many Nunneries 
there, are two Engliſh, the one of Domi- 
2 2:can Ladies, founded by Cardinal Howard, 
in the Reign of King Charles II. of which, 
one of the Houſe of Norfo/k is always Ab- 
beſs; the other are Benedictines. 

Tuc Beguinage here, is like a little 
Town, being ſurrounded by a Wall and 
Y 2 Ditch, and divided into pretty little 
| D 3 Streets, 
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Streets, where every Buegine has her 
Apartments. I told you from Ghent, the 
Inſtitutions of theſe Maids; I will only add 
here, that theſe are govern'd by four Ma- 
trons of their own chuſing, and a Con- 
feſſor, or Chaplain, appointed by the Biſhop 
of Antwerp. | 

 THE1R Church is one of the hand- 
ſomeſt in Bruſſels, They are fond of the 
Number Seven, in many chief Things be- 
longing to this City ; as ſeven publick 
Fountains ; ſeven principal Streets, that 
enter in the great Market; ſeven ſtately 
Houſes in the Market, let out by the Senate 
for the Uſe of the Corporation; ſeven 
Pariſh Churches; ſeven noble Families, e- 
minent for their Antiquity and great Pri- 
viieges; ſeven Midwives licenſed and 
ſworn by the Senate, to viſit the Poor as 
well as Rich, wien calld ; and ſeven 
publick Gates of Doric Work, remarkable 
for leading to ſo many Places of Pleaſure, 


or different Fxerciſe, v4. one, to Fowling; 
a ſecond, to Fiſhing ; a third, to Hunting; 


a fourth, to pleaſant Fields; a fifth, to Pa- 


ſture Crounds; a fixth, to Springs and | 


Vineyards; and a ſeventh, to Gardens. 
I wmTnTsT not leave Bruſſels without 


mentioning alſo the Mount de Piete, efta- 
b iſh d by the Archduke Albert and Iſabel Þ 
his Wife for taking in Pledges for the 
vi Relief Þ 
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Relief of the Poor. It's a vaſt Building, 
like a Monaſtery, and there are private 
Paſſages for going in, without being ſeen 
from the publick Streets. He put it under 
the Protection of the Archbiſhops of Mechlin, 
and Chancellors of Brabant, for ever, as 
Governors, who put in a Superintendant, 
and other proper Officers to govern it: And 
it hath ſucceeded ſo well, that the Magi- 
ſtrates in all the great Cities of the Low- 
Countries have erected Mounts de Piete. 
TEHIõ City is ſaid to have entertain'd at 
one time, ſeven crown'd Heads, beſides the 
Dukes of Savoy and Lorrain, with gooy 
HForſe belonging to their Retinues; for 
the Inns, or Eating - houſes, of Bruſſels, are 
b equal to any in the World; and a Stranger 
hath this Advantage, that he knows where 
sto dine any time betwixt XII. and III. on 7 
nor 8 Diſhes of Meat, for leſs than Twenty.

- IN 1489, 33000 People died hereof the

A T the Gates of Bruſſels we ſee the

Louvain, and Bruſſels in a Triangle, at 
four Leagues Diſtance. Its Market-place 


is very ſpacious and noble, as is the Town. 
© houſe adjoining; here reſide more of the 
© Nobility than in any other City in the 
Lou - Countries, which is the Reaſon, that 


in every Street we meet with Palaces. 


Here is alſo kept the High Court of Juſtice, 


or Parliament, from whence there is no 
appeal; and the Archbiſhop of this City 


is Primate of all the Lou Countries, and 
generally a Cardinal. Its Cathedral, call'd 


St. Rombaut, is a noble Gothic Building, 
and its Steeple, or Tower, the higheſt in 
the Country, from whence one hath an 
extenſive 5 

Clock, upon the four Sides of the Tower, 
is 144 Foot in Circumference, each Figure 
above a Yard long; and yet, from the 


roſpect on all Sides; and its 


Market - place, ſeems to be but an ordi-

THE Patron of this City is St. Rom. 


baut, an Iriſhman, and Biſhop of Dublin; 
who, upon his return from Rome, happen'd 
to ſtop here, and was murder'd by two 
Aſſaſſins, in hopes of finding Money about 
him, on the 24th of June, 775, His Re 
liques are kept in a ſilver Coffin gilt, adorn 
with precious Stones, and carried round 
the City in Proceſſion every firſt Day of 
July, becauſe the Day of his Murder i 
St. John the Baptiſt's Day. This City be. 
ing likewiſe abandon'd by the French, after

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Burden came up to her Keys, as upon {the 
River Thames to London ; but when the 
ſeven Provinces of Holland were declar'd 
free States, and the Navigation of the 
Scheld yielded to them by Spain, they 
built a Fort, call d Lillo, a League below 
mis City, on the narroweſt Part of the 
River, to hinder all Shipping from coming 
Jup, except what pay'd Cuſtom to them; 
Band, as Fluſhing, in Zealand, is at the 
Mouth of the River Scheld, they took ef- 
fedual Care to make the Navigation that 
Way impracticable; ſo that Trade took 
Ewing from Antwerp, and flew to Amſter- 
V, a Town then very inconſiderable, 
but now one of the moſt flouriſhing in 
Lirope - This drove the Merchants of 
Antwerp to turn their Heads to Banking, 
Ueweling, and Painting, which they 
have continued to this Day to the greateſt 
Perfection; for, at Antwerp, you may ne- 
Wociate Bills of Exchange for any Sum to 
ny Part of Europe; and, in the laſt War, 
wo Brothers, of the Name of de Konning, 
pay'd, the one, the Army of France ;, and 
he other, that of the Confederates.

Court-yards within, and Gardens behind, 
The chief Street 1s-calFd the Mere, where 
all the beſt Taverns and Coffee-houſe 
gre, and is the ordinary Reſort of the No 
ility and Gentry.

at THE 
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THE Houſe of the Hans Towns, call'd 
Eaſterlings, built when this City was in 
its flouriſhing Condition, in the Lear 1568, 
for the Convenience of Merchants coming 
from the Baltic, Sea, is a ſquare Stone 
Building, of 230 Foot, with Magazines on 
top for dry Goods, and Cellars below for 
wet; and, in the middle Story, which has 
a Gallery quite round the Square, are 300 
lodging Rooms for Merchants ; but, alas! 
now it is turn'd into a Horſe-Barrack; the 
Cellars ſerve for Stables, the lodging 
Rooms for Troopers, and the Rooms above, 
for Magazines of Hay. 

THERE are ſeven Gates in Antwerp, 
from each of which is a long Street that 
terminates at the Cathedral, about the Cen: 
ter of the City. 

ON the top of the Gate leading to the 
Key, is the Statue of a Giant, with a Gaunt- 
let in his Hand, in a throwing Poſture ; 
which, they ſay, is the Origin of the 
Name of this City; for that a Giant, nam'd 
Antigon, liv'd here, and cut off the Hands 
of every Stranger that came in his way, 
and threw them into the River; erp, be- 
ing in Engliſh, throwing; and Ant, 
Hand. This Gate, as well as many of the 
others, was deſign'd by that famous Painter 
and Architect, Sir Peter-Paul Rubens, 
who was born here, and interr'd in the 
Church of St. James. T Hs 
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THE Markets are here at their proper 
Diſtances; every one having their particu- 
lar Square or Market-place. The Fiſh- 
Market by the River fide, 1s very ſpacious, 
but the moſt curious, is the F7:4ay's Mar- 
W ket, where every Friday, ali Sorts of 
8 Houſhold Goods, Pictures and Jewels are 
ſold by Auction; and here are often very 
great Pennyworths. I've ſeen Pictures ſold 
here for a Crown a Piece, the Frames of

The Prince of Parma, who was Governor 
of the Netherlands for the King of Spain, 
took it in 1585, after a Twelve-month's 
Siege, one of the moſt remarkable that ever 
was heard of; for he cou d never have taken 
it, had it not been for the ſtupendious 
Bridge which he had laid over the Scheld 
to carry on the Attacks. After this, the 
Prince of Parma re-eitabliſh'd the Papiſts 
here, whom the Inhabitants had but lately 
baniſh'd, and reſtor'd the City to the Crown 
of Spain. It was ſeiz'd by the French after 
the Death of King Charles Il. of Spain; but 
tho provided with a ſtrong Garriſon, ſur- 
render'd, after ſome Heſitation, to the Duke 
of Marlborough, about a Month after his 
glorious Victory at Ramellies. When Ghent 
and Bruges were betray'd to the French, 
in 1708, they alſo attempted this City, but 
were diſappointed.

TAE Prior, Mr. Schonendonek, is 2 
Native of Bruſſels, and a very polite Gen- 
tleman ; he carried me into the Kitchen, 
where they had {ix Cooks at work, fſcal- 
loping of Oyſters, and dreſſing ſeveral other 
Diſhes of Fiſh ; from thence 1nto his own 
Apartment, conſiſting of three Rooms, neat- 
ly adorn'd with Pictures, and a pretty little 
Library; he invited me to ſup with him at 
another Apartment he hath out of the Mo. 
naſtery, joining to the Outer-gate, where 
Ladies may come; for no Woman is allow'd 
to enter the Monaſtery of Carthuſians: 
When I came, I found two fine Ladies with 
their Husbands, and we were very merry 
till late at Night; he carried me alſo to the 
Veſpers in their Chappel, and plac'd me 
by a Father who had the Liberty of Speech, 
and explain'd the whole Service to me.

TRE Town-houſe, where the Magi. 
ſtrates aſſemble, is a venerable old Pile, a. 
dorn'd with Statues on the Out-fide ; and 
ſince the Year 1710, much embelliſh'd 
within. The Magiſtrates meet here twice 
a Week, and are more numerous than in 
the other Towns in the Lou- Countries; 
for they have two Burgomaſters, ſeven Al. 
dermen, two Recorders, {1x Secretaries, and 
four Treaſurers, ſupported by a Council of 
Twenty-one of which, eleven are Country 
Gentlemen, and the other ten, Deacons of 
the Trades, Theſe laſt chuſe the firſt 
Burgomaſter, the Gentlemen 'the ſecond, 
and the Emperor the Aldermen. The E- 
lection is made every Year on St. John 
Day, and there is as much intriguing 


about it, as in making Sheriffs of London. 


THis City was, before the Duke of 


Ava's Perſecution, famous for theWeaving 
Trade; inſomuch, that they tell you there 
were 4000 Weaving-houſes, and 150,c00 
Weavers ; and that a Bell rung every 
Night when they came from work, to ad- 
vertiſe the Women to take the Children out 
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of the Streets, that they might not be 
over-run 
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- MW over-run ; but now their whole Trade is 
making of Beer, which is carried all over 
the Country. 

IWEN T into one of the Beer-Houſes, 
v here the Burgomaſters and chief Inhabi- 
tants meet every Night in a great Room: 
here you ſit, from Four to Eight, for Groats 
a piece, and drink as much or as little as 
you pleaſe ; ſome ſmoak Tobacco, others 
play at Cards; but there is ſuch an eternal 
Clack round the Room on divers Subjects, 
that one can hardly underſtand what ano- 
© ther ſays; and there are ſeldom leſs than 
© ſixty in the Room, and very often ſome 
of them go home drunk for their Groat. 
Here are but two Coffee-houſes in the 
whole City, and but one Tavern, which is 
the Cellar of the Great Church, and though 
vou have Wine at the Inns where you 
eat, tis but poor Stuff. 
Tux Churches here are very ſtately, 
of whom the Collegiate Church of St. Peter 
is one of the moſt magnificent in the 
Country. This Church is govern'd by a 
Provoſt, a Dean, a Chanter, eighteen Ho- 
norary Prebends, and ten Canons, who muſt

NEXT to this is the Chamber of Ac- 
counts, which is a kind of Comptrol upon 
the other, before whom all the Receivers 
and Collectors are to paſs their Accounts 
before they are carried to the Treaſury;

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T HE next Court is the Feodale, where 
all Mortgages, Sales of Lands and Houſes 
are regiſter'd.

THe x chuſe Burgomaſters at Liege 
after this Manner: The ſixteen Chambers 
of the City, who repreſent the Body of the 
People, convene. Each Chamber conſiſts 
Jof thirty Members, who are a ſtrange 
medley of Nobles, Lawyers, Scholars, Mer- 
chants and Mechanicks. 

IN every Chamber two Perſons are 
choſen by Lot, and the two being carried 
to the Town-houſe, their Names are ſepa- 
Irately put in two little Boxes, which are 
throw into a ſort of a Basket, with a nar- 
row Mouth, and a broad Bottom. After 
the two Boxes have been huſtled a long 
time in this Basket, they proceed to draw

LIEGE has this Character given it 
by Travellers, that for fair Churches, Con- 
vents, and other religious Foundations, no 
City in Germany or France is able to 
compare with it. In St. Hilliam's Con- 
vent, without the City, lies Sir John 
Mandeville, the famous Engliſh Traveller, 
| whoſe Works are better eſteem'd in France 
and Germany than here, Having view'd 
moſt Cities in the World, he choſe this to 
E ſpend his laſt Days in. Near his Grave, 
are kept his Saddle, Spurs, and Knife, that 
he made uſe of in his Travels; and on his 
8 Tomb there is an Inſcription in old bar- 
barous French, requeltiog thoſe that paſs 
over him, to pray for him. 

Pop E Innocent II. held a Council here 
in 1131, and crown'd the Emperor Lot ha. 
rius II. in the Cathedral, when the Chap- 

ter, as the Annals lay, conſiſted of nine 
Kings Sons, fourteen Dukes Sons, twenty- 
nine Counts, and eight Barons. This City 
was taken in 1675, by the French, who, 
the next Year, deſtroy'd the Caſtle, In 
1701, the Elector of Cologn deliver'd it to 
1, the French; but the 14th of October, 1702, 
n the Chapter and Magiſtracy ſurrender'd 
he it to the Duke of Marlborough, and next 
ol Day the Lord Cutts took Poſſeſſion of it 
0G F 4 ; with 
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with the Engliſh Forces. But the Gar. 
riſon would not ſurrender the Citadel till 
the 23d, when the Engliſh and Dutch took 
it by dint of Sword, notwithſtanding 2 
brisk Fire from the French, and forc'd them 


to throw down their Arms and beg Quar-. 


ter. At this Attack the Hereditary Prince 
of Heſſe-Caſſel, who went Voluntier at 
the Head of the Grenadiers, was the firſt 
that mounted the Breach, and took the Co. 
lours from a French Officer. But Mr. Went. 
worth, Brother to the Earl of Frrafford, 
who alſo went a Voluntier in the ſaid At. 
tack, was unhappily killd, The Troops, 
eſpecially the Eng/iſh, got immortal Ho- 
nour by this Action, and a very good Booty; 
for in the Treaſury only were 3c0,000 
Florins in Gold and Silver; beſides Notes 
for 1. 200, ooo more upon ſubſtantial Mer. 
chants at Liege. One of the Engliſh Gre- 
nadiers got 1000 Loutdores in a Bag. M. at 
Violaine, Governor of the Citadel, and the 
Duke of Charoſt, were taken Priſoners on 
the Breach, and carried to the Duke of 
Marlborough's Quarters, There where 
eight Batalions in the Citadel, which was 
nevertheleſs taken as above by Storm, after 
a Fight of about three Quarters of an Hour, 


with very little loſs on the part of the Con- 
tederates. In 1705, *twas in danger of be- 


ing taken by the French, but was ſeaſonably 
reliev'd 
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reliev'd by the Duke of Marlborough's 
March from the Maſelle to the Maeſe. 
By the Treaty at Utrecht, in 1713, be- 
twixt France and Holland, it was ſtipulated, 
that the States General ſhould keep a Gar- 
riſon in the Citadel at their own Expence; 
and by the Treaty of Baden, next Year, 
betwixt the Emperor and France, it was 
reſtor'd to the EleQor of Cologn. 

8 THe Gentlemen of Liege are very 
affable and courteous to Strangers.

The Town conſiſts of four Streets 
in form of a Croſs, and may contain 400 
Houſes for the conveniency of thoſe that 
come to drink the Waters. 

HE R E are five principal Wells that go 
down with Steps like that at Tunbridge;

ITE Seaſons of Drinking theſe Waters

ſeal'd up in Bottles with the Town Seal; 
another Well, call'd Geronſtar, is in a 
Waood, a Mile from the Town of Spaun 
The Well is cover'd with a Dome of blue 
Stone, ſupported by four Pillars of red and 
white Marble.

Aix la Chapelle alſo, which is but a ſhon 
Day's journey from this. It is a large Town, 
very much embelliſh'd by the Emperor 
Charlemain, born in the Year 742, crown'lM 
King of France in 781, and Emperor of Ron: 
in 800, who made this his Reſidence, and the 
Capital of his Empire; he built here a no 
ble Palace, which is now the Town-houſe 
being 170 Foot long, and 70 Foot broad 
It hath an handſome Tower at each endif 
and is otherways finely adorn'd with Sta- 
tues and Sculptures on the outſide, The 


Market-place, on which it ſtands, is very 


ſpacious, and the Houſes round it ſtately. 
In the middle of this Market-place, over-W 
againſt the Town-houſe, is a fine Fountain 
3 which 
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which throws out its Water at fix ſeveral 
Places into a marble Baſon, thirty Foot in 
Circumference; and on the top of this 
Fountain is the Statue of Charlemaine, of 
Braſs gilt, holding the Scepter in his right 
Hand, and the Globe in his left; and round 
the Fountain are ſeveral Figures with 
Latin Inſcriptions. 

S THERE are divers other pretty Squares 
in this City with handſome Houſes, which 
the vaſt concourſe of People who comes 
here to Bath from all the Parts of Europe, 
© occaſions to be built; they alſo drink the 
Waters here from a Pump, as at the Bath in 
England. Theſe Wells are at the bottom 
Jof the Town, and are two, with a Pump to 
each; the one having the Virgin on the 
top, and the other Charlemazne ; and there 
are Galleries round them for the Drinkers 
to walk under when it rains, to make the Wa- 


The time of Drinking 
is from the 1ſt of May to the middle of 
ſe, June; and from the middle of Auguſt to 
d the end of September.

| THERE are ſeven or eight Boxes more full 
of Reliques, which with ſeveral other Things 
in this Treaſury would be too long to in- 
ſert in a Letter; particularly the rich Veſt- 
ments adorn'd with Diamonds and Pearls, 
given by the Infanta J/abella-· Clare Eugenia, 
Sovereign of the Lou- Countries, in the Lear 
1629; nor indeed would I have ſaid fo 
much of the Treaſury of this Church, but 
to ſhew you the Ignorance of this Age, and 
the Superſtition of the former. 

THE Choir of this Church is prodigiouſly 
high, and the Architecture bold, but the 
reſt of it very irregular, On Feſtival Days

Earth tainted with the Blood of St. Stephen, 
the Sabre and Belt of Charlemain, and the 
Book of the Four Evangeliſts, written in 
Letters of Gold, on which the Emperor rhat 
is to be crown'd, {ſwears to maintain the 


Liberties and Privileges of the Empire, and 
the Faith of Jeſus Chriſt, for which St. Fre- 


phen ſhed his Blood, and which the Emperor 


Charlemain maintain'd by the Force of his 
Sword. 

THe Magiſtrates of Nuremburg are oblig'd 
at the ſame time to bring hither the Imperial 
Crown, the Ring, the Scepter, and the Globe, 
which they keep in their Caſtle.

THIS Church pretends a Right to the 
Habits and other ſuch Furniture ufed at this 
Solemnity, but theſe are generally redeem- 
ed by a Piece of Money to the Canons.

many of the Citizens and Strangers periſhed 
in the Flames, and it had the like Misfortune 
in 1236. This City was alſo a great ſufferer 
during the Civil Wars in the middle of the 
fixteenth Century, when the greateſt Part 
of the Citizens were Proteſtants ; but the 
Marquis de Spinola took it, and re-eſtabliſh- 
ed Popery here, which 1s now the prevail- 
ing Religion of the Place. It has been noted 
for ſeveral Councils held here in the Reigns 
of Charlemain and Lewis the Pons, parti- 
culary one in 799, another in 809, a third 
in 8 19, anda fourth in 836; and for the fa- 
mous Treaty in 1668, betwixt France on 
the one part, and Spain, England and Hol- 
land on the other.. Bb. |

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the Death of King Charles II. of Spain, 
the French ſeiz'd it, but the Confederates 
took it in 1703, for King Charles III. now 
Emperor of Germany. ; 

THE Siege was carried on by the Duke 
of Marlborough, the Hereditary Prince of 
Heſſe, now King of Sweden, and the Hano- 
verian General Brulau. The latter in- 
veſted the Town on the igth of September. 
They attack'd it on the 25th and 26th with 
good Succeſs, the Cannon playing all Day, 
and the Mortars all Night ; ſo that on the 
27th they were preparing for a general

Storm, which the Defendants perceiving, 
beat a Parley ; but all the Conditions they 
could obtain, were, That the Garriſon, 
rv WE which conſiſted of 1400 Men, ſhould re- 


main Priſoners of War : That the Officers 
and Soldiers might keep what was their 
own, and that the Officers ſhould be al- 
low'd 12 Waggons to carry their Baggage. 
By the taking of this Town the Confede- 
rates not only made themſelves Maſters of 
the whole Dutchy, but ſecured the Coun- 
try of Liege and the Electorate of Cologu 
from the Incurſions of the French. The 
Duke of Marlborough having taken Poſſeſ- 
lon of this Town, immediately appointed 
the Baron de Rechteren, one of the States 
Field Deputies, to be its Governor. It was 
ſtipulated by the Treaty betwixt the

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French 3nd Dutch at Utrecht, that a Coun- 
try worth 3occo Crowns a Tear, ſhould 
be reſcrv'd, either in this Dutchy, or that 
of 1.:>emburgh, to be made a Principa. 
lity in favour of the Princeſs 4 U ſini, and 
her Heirs, | 
THE Province of Luxemburgh is larger, 
being about ſeventy Leagues in Circumfe. 
rence, one half of which being the Foreſt 
of As deu, is very mountainous and woody, 
full of Iron Forges, and here is very good 
hunting of all manner of Game. The Town 
of Luxemburgh is but ſmall, one half on; 
Hill, and the other on a Plain, through 
which runs the little River Els, which fall 
into the Moſelle. It's however very ſtrong, 
and ſerves as a Barrier to the Dutch, 
Near this City are the remains of a mag. 
nificent Palace, built by Peter Erne, 
Earl of Mansfield, Governor of this Pro. 
vince, with fine Gardens, Fountains, and 
Statues, where the Inhabitants take the 
Air in the Summer Seaſon. The French 
ruin'd this Palace in one of their Sieges 
THE Churches here are but indifferent, 
except that of the Ze/aits, built à la Me 

derne. bo 
IIS City was taken from the Houle 
of Auſiria by the Duke of Orleans in 
1542, and retaken two Years after by the 
Emperor Charles V. The French took it 
15 again 
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again the ioth of June in 1684, upon Ar- 
ticles, and made it ſtronger; but reſtored 
it to the Spaniards by the Peace of Ry/- 
wick in 1697. They ſeiz d it again in 
1701, after the Death of King Charles ll. 
of Spain. By the Treaty betwixt the 
French and Dutch at Utrecht, this whole 
Dutchy, together with the Town and For- 
treſs, was yielded to the States General, 
in favour of the Houſe of Auſiria, on con- 
dition, that the Elector of Bavaria ſhou'd 
have the Sovereignty and Revenues there- 
of, till he was reſtor'd to his Electorate, put 
in poſſeſſion of the Kingdom of Sardinia, 
and indemnify'd as to his Pretenſions with 
regard to the Treaty of Ilmerſheim, but 
no longer, during which time, he was allow'd 
to keep Troops in the Dutchy, not exceed- 
ing 7000 Men. 

ME AN time the Town and Fortreſs 
was to be guarded by Dutch Troops, at 
the Expence of the Town and Dutchy. 
The French Family, intitled Dukes of 
Luxemburg, had formerly three Branches, 
but now only that of Brienne St. Paul, of 
which was the famous General, Mareſchal 
de Luxemburgh, Father to Francis-Fre- 
derick, Duke de Montmorency. 5 

TH E States of Holland, by the Treaty 
of Utrecht, have very wiſely ſecur'd to 
themſelves a Barrier on the Frontiers of 

2 France, 
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France, which incircles the whole ten Pro. 
vinces; and in caſe of an Attack, defends 
them. It begins from Breda in Dutch 
Brabant, and runs round to the Boſh. 
Maeſtricht, Namure, Luxembnurgh, Tour. 
nay, Ipres, and Sluys in Flanders, are all 
garriſon'd now at the Expence of the 
Dutch ;, but the Civil Government of moſt 
belongs to the Emperor. Although | 
have left Breda behind me, I know you 
will not take it amiſs, that I give a Deſcrip. 
tion of 1t here, 2 

I T is an antient Barony, containing ſe. 
venteen conſiderable Villages, and has for 
above 300 Years belong'd to the Counts of 
Naſſaw, Princes of Orange; but Wil. 
liam III. King of England, dying without 
Iſſue, the Right to it is diſputed by the 
King of Pruſſia and the preſent Prince of 
Friefland. However, the States of Holland 
as Executors of that Prince's Will, keep Pol- 
ſeſſion, and I believe it will be their Inte- 
reſt always to do fo, it being a very ſtrong

KI NG Wilkam rebuilt the Caſtle 4 J 
Moderne. It is a handſome Square of Free- 
ſtone, not unlike the Palace of Holyrood- 
Houſe in Scotland, and 1s embelliſh'd with 
fine Gardens and a Park; the River Mark 
LN round the Palace, like a Fo or 

oat, 
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IN the Great Church, which is now 
in the Hands of the Proteſtants, are ſe- 
veral very fine Monuments, two of which 
are of black and white Marble, fo very fine, 
that Sculptors have come on purpoſe from 
Rome to ſee them; and indeed, I muſt own 
that Mauſoleum of Ang/ebert II. Count of 
Naſſaw, who died in 1504, is the fineſt I 
ever ſaw any where ; there is the Count 
in Armour, as when alive ; and in Skele- 
ton, when dying; the whole ſo curiouſ] 
after Nature, as not to be parallel'd: It is 
adorn't with ſeveral Statues and Inſcriptions 
ſuitable to the Occaſion. | 
THE Spire of this Church is very 
handſome, and 362 Foot high ; the Market-

+ WY place is very ſpacious, and the Houſe is 
built entirely after the manner of Hollaud. 
ars Town had once Lords of it own, 
4 the Dukes of Brabant, and laſtly, the 


Houſe of Naſſau, to which F N it came 
dy Marriage, about the Lear 1400. The Sa- 
niards having a Correſpondence with ſome 
Papiſts in the Town, ſurpriz'd it in 1581, 
but was retaken in 1590, 80 Soldiers being 
convey'd under a Load of Turf into the 
Caſtle. It was afterwards beſieged in 1524, 
by Hpinola, the Spaniſh Admiral and Ge- 
neral, with 20000 Men, who ſurrounded 
lit with ſuch incredible Works, that 'twas 
not poſſible for Prince Maurice to relieve 
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it; ſo that after almoſt a Year's Siege, du- 
ring which, the Garriſon had raiſed ſuch For: 
tifications, as made it one of the ſtrongeſt 
Cities in the World; it was forc'd to ſur. 
render on the 5th of June 1625, for want 
of Proviſions, but obtain'd honourable Con. 
ditions. 'I was retaken after an obſtinate 
Defence, by Prince Frederick of Naſſau, 
in 1637. This Town is noted for the Prea. 
ty to reſtore King Charles Il. of Great. 
Britain, and for his Declaration, ifſued 
from hence to his Subjects. N 
HERE alſo the famous Treaty of Peace 
was concluded between the ſaid King 
Charles, Lewis XIV. of France, and the 
States General, under the Mediation of 
the King of Sweden, in the Lear 1667. 
THE Boſch, or as it's call'd in French, 
Bois le Duc, is another Frontier in Brabant, 
belonging to the Dutch, who have made 
it very ſtrong, as indeed it is by Situation 
in the middle of a marſhy Ground: The 
Market-place is very large and well built, 
and the Cathedral, one of the fineſt in the 


Low- Countries, now poſſeſs d by the Pro- 


teſtants, who have erected a fine Organ, and 
have placed the Ten Commandments upon 
the great Altar; The Town houſe is alſo 
a very noble Pile, and the Houſes built 
after the Holland Way. 
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THE y record here a memorable Story 
that happen'd in the Year 1600, and which 
the Natives call the Battle of Leckerberze, 
ora ſweet Bit; the Story runs thus: The 
Town being then in the Hands of Spain, 
took four French Soldiers Priſoners, who 
ſerv'd in the Company of one Breaute, 
who was in the States-General's Service ; 
this Captain neglecting to ſend their Ran- 
ſome, one of their number was ſet at Liber- 
ty, to mediate that of the other three : Bre- 
aute, ſo far from agreeing to it, uſed the 
Soldier very roughly, and upbraided him 
for having ſuffer'd himſelf to be taken by 
Flemings, who, he ſaid, were but heavy 
clumſy Drunkards ; and that one French. 
nan was equal to three of them: This 
Reflection ſo far provoked the Garriſon, that 
they ſent him a Challenge, and Breaute 
ſent them Word by his Trumpet, that he 
waited their coming ; both Parties being 
thus reſolved, they pitched upon a Place 
within fight of the Town, which Nature 
ſeem'd to have deſtin'd for ſuch a Buſineſs; 
but the Warmth of Breaute, carried them 
further then they had agreed upon; ſo that 
they took the firſt Spot they came at, 
which was a heathy Ground, with a Riſing 
| on the left, which Breaure poſſeſs'd him- 
ſelf of, as did the Flemings the other on 
the right; and Trumpets were placed on 


both 
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both Sides to encourage the Combatantz. 
They were to have fought nineteen againſt 
nineteen; but a Walloon. deſerting the 
French in the Dutch Service, and joining 
the Flemzngs, his Countrymen, they fought 
twenty againſt twenty, both of them de. 
claring they would give no Quarter : The 
French Hollanders attack'd with Piſtol in 
Hand; the Flemings, with Sword in 
Hand; Abrahami, who commanded the 
Flemings, was ſhot, with his Brother and 
two others, in the firſt Onſet ; but Breaut: 
and his French, were all put to th: 
Sword, except three who run away, an 
were afterwards hanged in Holland Th: 
whole Story is engrav'd on the Tomb-ſtone 
of Abrahami, in the Great Church here. 
IN 71576, this Town ſign'd the famou 
Pacification of Ghent : In 1578, thy 
ſwore to the Peace of Religion, and nen 
Year embraced the Union of *Urrecht 
Such was their early Zeal for the Pro 
teſtant Religion, that they ſeiz'd the Chan 
cellor of Brabant and another Grandes 
ſent thither to hinder its being preached; 
for which, in 1587, they were proſcrib'd 
and the Proteſtants forced to leave the 
Country upon the Retreat of the Prince of 
Orange. From that time they were op 
preſſed by the Spaniards, till reſcued by 
the Germans; for when the Prince d 

Parmi 
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Parma took it, the Proteſtants were again 
baniſh'd. Prince Maurice beſieg'd it in 
vain, in 1601; but Prince Henry-Frederick 
retook it after an obſtinate Siege in 1629. 
In 1651, the Townſmen gave in an Inſtru- 
ment to the States General, that they might 
be admitted as a governing Member of the 
Union. Mareſchal Turenne inveſted it in 
1672, but ſoon raiſed the Siege. 

TRE next Barrier of the Hollanders 


is the City of Maeſiricht near Liege; you 


enter by a fine Stone Bridge over the 
Maeſe, 500 Foot long: The Market-place 
is very ſpacious; and the Town-houſe, 
built in 1662, is very beautiful in Free- 
ſtone, with one of the fineſt Steeples in the 
Low- Countries. It contains a fine Library 
of Books, Manuſcripts, and other Rarities 
worth the Curioſity of a Stranger. The 
Government of the Town conſiſts of two 
Burgomaſters and twenty Aldermen, the 
one half always to be Proteſtants, and the 
other Papiſts, who live here like Brothers, 
as at Oſnaburgh in Germany; and here you 
will ſee a Presbyterian Miniſter and a Ca- 


puchin Friar, walk as familiarly rogether as 


different Seas do at Amſterdam, 

THE chief Churches are ſtill in the 
Hands of the Papiſts; and the Prebendgand 
Canonſhips when vacant, are nam'd by the 
States of Holland. Here are many religious 

H 2 Houſes 
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Houſes, both for Men and Women; I counted 
no leſs than ten Convents for Men, and 
eight for Ladies, The Pariſh Churches of 
St. John and St. Matthew are in the 
Hands of the Proteſtants, and divine Ser. 
vice is. perform'd in Low-Dutch every 
Sunday. The Lutherans have allo 2 
Church here built from the Ground by 
themſeives, and the French Proteſtants 
have another, | 

THERE is abundance of Game round 
this City, and for the Conveniencies of 
Life, none has cheaper. It is here- where 
the Officers in the Durch Service generally 
keep their Families, becauſe of its cheap. 
neſs, and the great Conveniency of going 
every Day in the Coaches, call'd Diligence, 
which carry you to Holland, to Bruſſels, 
and even to Cologu in one Day. 

THIS City revolted from Spain, with 
the reſt of the Provinces, and was beſieg'd 
by the Duke of Parma, 1579, when it 
made a brave Defence, and repuls'd the 
Spaniards in two bloody Attacks ; but at 
laſt, the Garriſon being wearied out, a De. 
tachment of aniards ſtole over the Works 
by Night, and having kill'd the Guard, 
which they found aſleep, they were ſoon 
follow'd by others, and became Maſters 
of the Town, which tho' then under Tre 
ty with them, they fo far diſpeopled > their 
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Cruelty and Rapine, that it was a long time 
before it could recover. *T'was retaken by 
the Prince of Orange in 1632, but the next 
Year it was taken by the French King 
in Perſon, after 13 Days open Trenches, 
when having maſter'd all the Out-works, 
the Garriſon and Burghers forc'd the Go- 
vernor to ſurrender upon advantageous 
Terms, He was much obliged for the 
taking of this Town to the Valour of the 


Engliſh and Scots, who were then in his 


Service under the Duke of Monmouth. 
The French King put a ſtrong Garriſon in- 


to it, and added fix Baſtions to its Fortifi- 


cations. 

THE Siege of this City, in the Year 
1676, by the Prince of Orange, afterwards 
William III. of England, was very me- 
morable.. The Garrifon conſiſted of gcc 
Men under a daring Commander M. Calvo, 
The Beſiegers were about 30000, who car- 
ried it on for three Weeks with ſuch Bravery, 
and ſo many deſperate Attacks, that it was 
generally believ'd, the Place would at laſt 
be taken. The Prince and the Rhingrave 
were always at the Head of the Attacks, 
and made great Uſe, as well as Proofs, of the 
Bravery of the Eugliſh Troops upon all 
thoſe Occaſions. Many of the Out-works 
were taken with a great Slaughter on both 
vides, but they were ſtill ſupply'd with new 
H 3 - Retrench- 
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Retrenchments, ſo that after fifty. one 
Days Attack, the Prince finding his Arm 
more weaken'd by Sickneſs than by all 
the Attacks, and hearing that M. Schon. 
berg was advancing with a much greater 
Army to relieve the Town ; this, together 
with the Germans not coming up with the 
Supplies they had promiſed, oblig'd the 
Prince to raiſe the Siege with the loſs of 
8000 Men. It muſt not be omitted, that 
during the Siege, the Prince receiv'd : 
Wound in his Arm, which he found dil. 
couraged his Men upon an Attack; he there. 
fore pull'd off his Hat with the wounded 
Arm, and wav'd it three times over hi 
Head, to ſhow his diſpirited Soldiers that 
it was not dangerous, | 

IN the Year 1678, this City was ren. 
der'd to the States of Holland by the 
Treaty of Nimeguen, with all the Town 
and Villages depending upon it. 

THE French attempted this Ci 
1703, but were prevented by the late Lord 
Auverquerque, who commanded part of the 
Confederate Army in the Neighbourhood. 

\ THE Deſcription of the reſt of the 
States of Holland's Barrier Towns round 
this Country, I ſhall give you as I go thro

N parting from Liege, I muſt tell 
r Þ@ you, that there is a very great 
Juriſdiction under the Prince and 
Biſnop of this Country: It con- 
tains 1 500 Pariſhes, 17 Abbeys for Men 
who are Gentlemen, and 11 for Ladies, 52 
Baronies, and a great Number of Comtez 
and Seigneuries, and ſeveral wall'd Towns; 
the chief of which are, Tongres, Huy, 
Maſykeerviers, Haſſelt,Dinant, St. Tron, 
Boulton, Vizette, Ceney, Thuin, Florenne, 
Stavelo, Malmedy, Bilſen, Foumay, Bon- 

helon, with ſeveral other leſſer Burghs. 
THE Eſtates of this little Country are 
three. The firſt, is the Chapter of Liege; 
the ſecond, is the Gentry of the Country; 
the third, the Deputies of the little Towns. 
The firſt holds its Aſſembly in the Chapter- 
Houſe of the Cathedral, the ſecond in a 
H 4 Room 
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Room appointed for them in the Prince's 
Palace, and the third, in the Town-Houſe, 
They have always their Deputies about the 
Prince, to repreſent Grievances -from the 
Country; and when they are obliged to meet 
as three Eſtates, the Prince may ſend four 
Deputies to fit among them, who have no 
Vote, but are there only to take care of the 
Prince's Intereſt : Each Eſtate has its Secre. 
tary; they are ſeldom aſſembled, except to 
raiſe Taxes for the Service of the Province, 
or upon an Emergency, where the Deputies 
about the Prince are not fally inſtructed; 
which often happens in Time of War. 

THE Prince hath a Privy-Council, where 
his Chancellor preſides, and ten Counſellors 
appointed by che Prince. 

THEM is allo a Council of Finances, or 
a Treaſur /, where the Chancellor al ſo preſides, 
with a Treaſurer-General, and as many Af 
ſiſtants as the Prince thinks fit. 

THF RE is a Court, who are Judges in 
all critiainal and civil Cauſes, compoſed of 14 
Gentlemen, who are nominated by the Prince; 
and there 13 another Court, which is a con- 
troul upon them ; the one half named by 
the Prince, and the other half by the three 
Eſtates 

THE Sdvereign Feudal Court is compoſed 
like that of Bruſſels, of a Preſident, who is 
always the chief Nobleman of the Country, 

a Vice- 
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1 Vice-Preſident, 12 Counſellors, a Preſident 
and Fiſcal. | 
THE other leſſer Courts are likewiſe as at 
Bruſſels. . 
T H1s Country is not fo beautiful as that 
about Bruſſels, being in many Parts hilly 
and barren, which produce Iron, Lead, Mar- 
ble, and Sea-Coal; of which laſt they ſend 
vaſt Quantities all over the Country. 
FROM Liege I went to Huy, which is 
ſituated on the Meuſe, half way between 
Liege and Namur, being five Leagues from 
each, and is in Poſſeſſion of the Prince of 


Liege. 

Move H here are 14 Pariſhes, with 
Abbeys and Convents of almoſt every Or- 
der, there is ſcarce any thing worthy of 
| the Curioſity of a Traveller, except the Col- 
legiate Church dedicated to the Virgin Mary, 
and reported to have been firſt built by St. 
| Materne, a Diſciple of St. Peter's; but a- 
bout the Year 1050, the City and Church 
being totally deſtroy'd by Fire, Theoduin, 
| Biſhop of Liege, cauſed it to be re- built 
with greater Magnificence, and augmented 
the Number of its Prebends to 30. The 
Government of this Church is lodged in a 
Provoſt, who is always a Canon of the Ca- 
thedral ar Liege, a Dean, a Chanter, a 
Teacher, and a Treaſurer. 


THE 
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THE Abbey of Nuns, of the Order of 


Citeaux, was founded in the Year 1202, 
by. Albertus, Count of Moha This No- 
bleman had only two Sons, who were both 
very young, and being carry'd by their Fa- 
ther to ſee a Tournament, where all the Per- 
ſons of Diſtinction in the Country made their 
Appearance, they were extreamly delight. 
ed with the Splendor of the Spectacle, and 
would likewiſe imitate this Manner of Fight- 
ing; but being unſkilful in the handling of 
Arms, they kill'd one another with thei 
Launces ; by which unhappy Accident the 
Count's Family being extinct, he laid out all 
his Wealth in founding of Convents and o- 
ther religious Uſes. 

I muſt not omit telling you, that at Huy 
there is the chief and firſt Church and Con- 
vent of the famous Order of the Croſiers, 
in which the General is obliged to reſide: 
It was inſtituted. by Theodore of Celles, 3 
Canon of the Cathedral at Liege, who was i 
buried here, and according to the abſurd i 
Superſtition of the Romi ſh Church, his Re- 
liques are worſhipped with the higheſt Ve- 
neration. 

THE French took this Town in 1675, 
and diſmantled it. | 

TAE Biſhop of Liege fortify'd it again, 

THE French inveſted it in December, 
1692, with 16 or 18000 Men, when the 
Baron of Beueſſe was Governor; but * 

I 0 
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ſo well receiv'd by the Garriſon, that they 
retir'd till Jah, 1693, when it was again 
inveſted by the Duke of Luxemburg and 
the Count 4* Harcourt, and after two Days 
Attack the Garriſon mutiny'd againſt the 
Governor, ſo that he was oblig'd to ſurrender. 

NEXT Year the Confederates laid Siege 
to it under the Direction of Prince T*/erclas 
de Tilly, the Duke of Holſtein Ploen, Baron 
Heyden, and Major-General Cohoru, The 
French ſurrender'd the Town immediately, 
on Condition that the Garriſon ſhould retire 
into the Caſtle, and that neither the Caſtle 
ſhould Fire upon the City, nor the City 
upon the Caſtle; after which the Attacks 
were carry'd on againſt the Caſtle for ten 
Days with ſuch Fury, that on the 27th of 
September the Governor beat a Parley, and 
capitulated on Condition, Thatthe Garriſon 
ſhould march out with their Arms and other 
Baggage, Drums beating, Colours flying, 
and Match lighted at both Ends; that Boats 
ſhould be granted for the Sick and Wounded, 
and the reſt to march a Foot under a ſafe 
Convoy to Namur. By the Reduction of 
this Place the French were totally expell'd 
out of the Dioceſe of Lzege. 

THE French however put a Garriſon into 
it at the beginning of the late War; but in 
Auguſt, 1703, the Duke of Marlborough 
came before it, and took both City and Ci- 
tadel in nine Days time, making the Gar- 

riſon, 
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riſon, conſiſting of goo Men, Priſoners of War. 

THE French beſieged it again on May 28, 
1705, when M. Cronſiroom was Governor, 
The Town ſurrender'd upon honourable 
Terms in two Days time, but the Caſtle hel 
out till the 8th of June, when the Garriſon 
ſtood a Storm, and was made Priſoners f 
War. 

ON the gth of next Month, the Duke of 
Marlborough and Monſieur Auverquerqu 
befieged, and re-took it, taking the For 
Picard and Red Fort by Storm; upon 
which the Garriſon of the Caſtle, conſiſting d 
600 Men, commanded by the Sieur 4 
St. Pierre, a Brigadier, ſurrender'd Prifone 
of War. By the Treaty of Utrecht, it ws 
garriſon'd by the Dutch, with Conſent d 
the Elector of Cologne; but in 1718, the 
demoliſh'd all the Out-works, and gave it t 
the ſaid Elector. 

FROM Hay I ſet out for Namur, which 
gives its Name to the Country wherein i 
is ſitu ated, and receives it from an [Idol 
called Nam, by which Neptune was e. 
preſented, This Idol uſed to reſolve Que 
ſtions, and talk frequently, but w2s filenced 
by St. Matern, and from this was called 
Nammutum, which, by Proceſs of Time, 1 
corrupted into Namurcum. This the Peo 


ple here as firmly believe, as you and - be- 
lieve 
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lieve that our Saviour made the Dumb 
ſneak. 

Tu E Country of Namur, to give 
you a brief Deſcription of it, is but twelve 
Leagues in Length, and ten in Breadth, a 
barren mountainous Country, and full of 
Foreſts ; it abounds in Lead, Coal, and Iron 
Mines, Quarreys of all forts of Marble, and 
white and blue Stones. 

T HE County of Namur contains Na- 
mur, which 1s the Capital City, Charleroy, 
Charlemont, Marienbourgh, Bouvigne, and 
Malcourt, with about 118 Villages; and 
its Rivers are the Maeſe, the Sambre, and 
the Mehaigne. 

THe Clergy, the Nobility, and the Re- 
preſentatives of the ſeveral Towns, compole 
the three Eſtates of the Province of Namur : 
The Biſhop of Namur is Chief of the Ec- 
cleſiaſtical Body, and the Governor of the 
Province, Chief of the Nobility. Every 
Eſtate elects its Deputies, who meet at Na- 
mur, but the whole Body of the three 
Eſtates never aſſemble but by expreſs Order 
from their Sovereign. 

TH 1s Province was erected into a Coun- 
ty ſo early as the Year 800, when Charle- 
main conferr'd it on Naymo, Duke of Ba- 
varia. | 

THE City of Namur is ſituated between 
two Mountains, where the Maeſe and Sam-

bre tall into one another. Beſides its Forti. 
fications, which are very ſtrong, it is defend. 
ed by an almoſt impregnable Ciradel, which 
ſtands on a high ſteep Rock like that at Fre-. 
ling in Scotland, and is environ'd by 1: 
Forts, all well fortify'd. 

THE Cathedral Church here, which is de. 
dicated to St. Aubin, is but a very indifferen 
Edifice. On the chief Altar is the Epitapb 
of Don John of Auſtria, Governor of Flay. 
ders, ever famous for the Victory at Lepay 
to, when being Admiral in Chief over th; 
Confederate Fleets of ſeveral Chriſtian Stats 
he utterly deſtroy'd the whole Turkiſh Nay, 

THE Chapter conſiſts of twenty Canons; 
its Dignitaries are, a Provoſt, a Dean, tw 
Archdeacons, a Chanter, a Teacher, a pe 
nitentiary, an Arch-Prieſt and nine Grz 
duates. 

HERE is a Collegiate Church dedicatel 
to our Lady, four Pariſh Churches, fix Con. 
vents for Men, ſeven Convents for Women, 
but not one of them is hardly worth caſting 
an Eye upon, except the Jeſuit's Church, 
which attones for the Meanneſs of the others, 
and is a charming Piece of Work: It is buil 
all of red and black Marble, ſupported by 
ten very large Pillars alſo of black Marble; 
but above all, it's noble Frontiſpiece ſtrikes 
the Traveller with Pleaſure and Admirs 


tion. 
TAI 
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THE only Place beſides worth mention- 
ing, is the Court of the Sovereign, which is 
2 large beautiful Square, and the Manſion of 
the Governor of the Province. 

TH x Magiſtracy of Namur is renewed 
every Year on St, Andrew's Day, and con- 
fiſts of a chief Mayor, whoſe Office 1s per- 
petual, of a Burgomaſter, a Deputy Mayor, 
fix Aldermen, two of whom are Noblemen, 
two Lawyers,and two Burghersof the Town, 
two Recorders, and the four Wardens of the 
Companies, | 

THe other 'Tribunal, which 1s called the 
Sovereign Bailiage, is compoſed of fix Law- 
yers, who give Judgment in feudal Caſes, 
and the Governor is Preſident, 

In May 1692, the French King with 
45000 Men, being cover'd by the Duke of 
Luxemburg with 60000, beſieged and took 
this City, the great Rains having ſo ſwell'd 
the Rivers, that King William, who was on 
tne March to relieve it, cou'd not paſs 
them, The City ſurrender'd in 11 Days 
time on good Terms, after they had ſuſtain'd 
three Aſſaults of 25000 Men each. The 
Caſtle, which held out almoſt a Month longer, 
likewiſe obtain'd honourable Conditions; 
the Governors of the Town and Citadel be- 
ing the Prince of Brabangon, and the Dutch 
General Cohorn, who was dangerouily 
wounded, The French King made the 


Count 
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Count de Guzſcard Governor of both; the 


Conqueſt of which coſt him very dear. 

IN 1695, King William, notwithſtanding 
his juſt Grief for the Death of his excellent 
Princeſs Queen Mary, return'd to Flanders, 
and on the 3d of Zaly, N. S. inveſted this 
City. The Elector of Bavaria, Prince Vas. 
demont, Duke of Wirtemburg, the Duke of 
Holſtein Ploen, Major-General Ramſey, Ge- 
neral Fagel, the Lord Cutts, General Sutton, 
Colonel Mackarty, Baron Heyden, the Earl 
of Rochfort, and the Earl of Athlone, com. 
manded at this Siege. The Garriſon con. 
ſiſted of eight Regiments of Dragoons, twenty 
Batallions, a Regiment of Horſe, and ſeveral 
great Officers, a Company of Volunteers, one 
of Canoniers, another of Miners, and a Bri 
gade of Engineers, conſiſting of all the beſt, 
both general and inferior Officers, and al| 
the Choice and Flower of the Troops of 
France, And as the French, ſince their laſt 
Conqueſt of it, had omitted nothing that the 
Induſtry of Human Art could invent, to ren- 
der it impregnable by new Fortifications and 
additional Outworks, it was then look'd up- 
on as one of the ſtrongeſt Fortreſſes of the 
Low-Countries : Beſides, it was furniſh 
with 120 Cannon, 8 Mortars, 12000 Gren- 
does, Bullets and Bombs without Number, 
130000 Weight of Powder, 16000 Muskets, 
and great Store of other Arms, 100000 


Crowns in ready Money, and Proviſions for 
6 Months, 
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6 Months, notwithſtanding which the Con- 
federates took the Town, which capitulated on 
the 4th of Auguſt following. Villeroy advan- 
cing as if he would caiſe the Siege of the Ca- 
tle, paſſed by Bruſſels, and threw near 2000 
Bombs into the City, with a great Number 
of red hot Bullets, ſo that whole Streets in the 
middle and moſt populous Parts of this City 
were laid into Aſhes, there being, as twas 
conjectured, 1500 Houſes ruined or defac'd, 
and amongſt the reſt the Town-Hall, the King's 
Houſe, and ſome other publick Houſes in 
the Piazza, beſides Churches and Convents. 
All this was pretended as a Repriſal for the 
Confederate Fleet's bombarding Dunkirk, 
but with a real View to retard the Siege of 
the Caſtle' of Namur, which was, however, 
carry'd on with ſuch Vigour, that it capitu- 
2 on the iſt of September in Sight of the 
French Army of 100000 Men, commanded 
by Mareſchal I- illeroy, after a moſt vigorous 
Defence by Mareſchal Bouflers,who was ar- 
reſted by way of Repriſal for the French de- 
taining the Garriſons of Dixmude and 
Deinſe contrary to Capitulations. Kin 

William often expoſed himſelf by viſiting 
the Trenches, where Mr. Godfrey, Brother 
to Sir Edmond Bury Godfrey, was kill'd, and 
Lieutenant-Colonel 4* Eck had an Arm ſhot 
off not far from his Majeſty. The ſaid 
Mr. Godfrey was Deputy-Governor of the 
Bank of England, and came to the Camp 
I to 
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to wait upon his Majeſty about Money for 
the Payment of the Army.

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IN 1704, the Dutch Army under Au- 
verquerque bombarded it from the 26th of 
July to the 29th, and deſtroy'd great Part 
of the City; but the French kept the Poſſeſ- 
ſion of it till the Treaty of Utrecht, when 
the County, Town and' Caſtle were given to 
the States-General to ſerve as their Barrier a- 
gainſt France, the Elector of Bavaria be- 
ing to remain in Poſſeſſion of the Sovereignty 
and Revenues, and the Town to contribute 
their Quota to the Maintenance of the Dutch 
Troops and Fortifications. 

WuüriLE I was fo near Kamellies, 
which is not above 11 Miles from this 
Place to the North, I had a great Curioſity 
to go and ſee that little Village, render'd 
ſo famous to all Poſterity by a compleat 
and glorious Victory obtain'd there on 
Whitſunday the 12th of May, O. S. in 
the Year 1706, by the Duke of Mar/bo- 
rough and Monſieur Auverquerque, over the 
Duke of Bavaria and Mareſchal Villeroy, 
which was of ſuch Importance, as was fol- 
low'd by the Submiſſion and Reduction of 
almoſt all the Netherlands in two Months 
time. It lies at the Head of the River 
Gheete, about a Mile and half to the 


North of the River Mehaigue, which In- 


terval was the Theatre of that ever memora- 
ble Battle, the French being there incamp'd 
with above 140 Squadrons, among which 
were the Troops of the French King's

Houſhold, and 76 Batallions, there being 
at Ramellies it ſelf above 20 Batallions in. 
trench'd, and defended by a Battery of 12 
pieces of treble Cannon. 

THE Danes, who joined the Army 
but that Morning, began the Attack, and 
were led on by the Duke of Marlborougb 
in Perſon. 

TAE Left Wing of the Confederate Army, 
where the Dutch were poſted, began th 
Attack about Iwo o' Clock in the After. 
noon, with 4 Batallions, upon a er 
Brigade of Foot, poſted on the Mehazgne, 
Monſieur 4 Auverquerque charging at the 
ſame time with the Horſe. The Succeſs 
was doubtful for half an Hour, which the 
Duke of Marlborough perceiving, order 
the reſt of the Horſe of the Right Wing 
(except the Engliſh, who were 17 Squi- 
drons) to ſupport thoſe on the Left. Here, 
while the Duke was rallying ſome, and 
giving Orders to others to Charge, he was 
twice in very great Danger; one time be- 
ing ſingled out by ſeveral of the moſt re- 
ſolute of the H King's Houſhold 
Troops, and being diſmounted, they had 
kill'd or taken him, had not the Duke of 
Argyle, Major General Murray, and others, 
come ſeaſonably to his Reſcue, and repuls'd 
them, while Captain Mo/eſworth, one of his 
Aids de Camp, bravely ran the Hazard of 

his 
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his own Life in ſaving the Duke's, by 
throwing himſelf off of his Horſe to re- 
mount his General. After this his Grace 
had ſtill a greater Eſcape; for having a 
Horſe ſhot under him, while he was re- 
mounting, Colonel Bingfield, his Gentle. 
man of the Horſe, had his Head taken off 
with a Cannon Ball. 

Lieutenant General Schults, with 12 
Batallions of Foot, attack'd the Village of 
Ramellies, and forc'd it, after a vigorous 
Reſiſtance. The Enemies Right Wing of 
Horſe being entirely defeated by our Left, 
the Horſe of our Left fell upon the Foot 
of their Right, cutting to pieces 20 of 
their Batallions, and taking their Colours 
and Cannon. The reſt of their Foot alſo 
being intirely broke, the Horſe of their 
Left Wing ſeem'd to make a Stand, to gain 
time for their Foot to retire, but were 
charg'd with ſuch Bravery by the Eugliſh 
Horſe, that they intirely abandon'd their 
Foot in the Village of Autregliſe, where 
our Dragoons made a terrible Slaughter of 
them, and the French King's own Regiment 
of Foot, calld the Regiment 4% | Roy, 
begg'd for Quarter, and deliver d up their 
Arms and Colours to the Lord 79hn Hay's 
Regiment of Scots Dragoons, while the 
Blue Guards and Dopf's Dragoons broke 
the Troops of the French King's Houſhold.

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The Enemy were purſued till One o Clock 
in the Morning from Four in the After. 
noon, when they firſt gave Ground, as 
far as Meldre, 5 Leagues from Ramellies, 
and but two from Louvain, by General 
22 who with a Detachment 
of Dutch Troops took above 4000 Priſo. 
ners in the Purſuit, 

The French were ſuppos'd to have loſt 
Booo Men flain on the Field of Battle, 
among whom were the Prince de Monbagon 
and Prince Maximilian; and about 60co 
Priſoners, in which Number werethe Major 
Generals Megzieres and Palaviciui, the 
Marquis de Bar, Brigadier General of Horſe, 
the Marquis de Nonant, Brigadier General 
of Foot; the Marquis de /a Baume, Son 
of Mareſchal Tallard; M. de Montmorency, 
a Nephew of the late Duke of Luxemburg, 
the Count de Horn, a Lieutenant General, 
the Lord Clare, a Major General, who 
dy'd foon after of his Wounds, and ſeveral 
other Officers of Diſtinction. They alſo 
loſt 63 Colours and 26 Standards, 90 pieces 
of Cannon, all their Arms and Ammuni— 
tion, the Kettle Drums and Standards of 
the Troops of the Houſhold, all their Car- 
riages, Bread Waggons, Pontons and Bag- 
gage, and all that belong'd to the Train of 
their Army. Theſe Colours and Stan- 
dards were afterwards carry'd in Proceſſion 
thro' the City of London, and hung up " 

tne 
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the Hotel de Ville, or Guild. hall, as thoſe 
taken at Blenheim were in that of Weſt- 
minſter. 

THE Allies had 1066 Men, of whom 
92 were Officers, kill'd, and about 2600, 
of whom 282 were Officers, wounded. 
Among the former were Prince Lewzs of 
Heſſe-Caſſel, 1 Count, Colonel Murray, 
jun, and 8 other Colonels, Lieutenant 
Colonel Baker, 3 Majors, 5 Captains of 
Horſe and 4 of Foot, one Cornet, 2 En- 
ſigns and an Adjutant. Among the latter 
were the Colonels Fabrice, Scravenmoor, la 
Rocque and Servier, Major Count Vander- 
nat h, Ma jor Larny, and Major St. Poll, 
(both mortally) Major Swerin, who was 
allo taken Priſoner, Major Cunningham, 
M. van Berghem, Captain of Horſe, and 
M. Sutherland, Captain of Foot. 

THE States General were acquainted 
of this Victory by the Adjutant General 
de Waſſenaer, {ent from Monſieur de Au- 
verquer que, and by Colonel de Chanclos, 
ſent from the Duke of Marlborough. His 
Grace alſo pitch'd upon Colonel Richards, 
to bring over the News of this Victory to 
Secretary Harley. 

I T was confeſs'd, that the Bravery of 
the Britiſb Officers and Troops in this 
Action, tho' very great, was equall'd by 
the Dutch, whole Deputies were that Day 
I 4 on 
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on Horſeback from two o' Clock in the 
Morning till ten at Night, and Monſieur 
de Auverquerque was in very imminent 
Danger of his Life as well as the Duke of 
Marlborough; for beſides the common Ha- 
zards of the Battle, a Bavarian Officer, 
whoſe Life he had preſerv'd out of meer 
Generoſity, wou'd have kill'd him, had 
not ſome of his Retinue prevented the 
Blow, and ſhot the baſe Ruffian dead. But 
I had like to have paſs'd over one very re- 
markable Particular relating to the Lord 
John Hay, who when he had made the 
French King's own Regiment of Foot, 
conſiſting of 1200 Men, Priſoners, and took 
their Arms and Colours, in order to pre- 
vent the neceſſity of ſetting a ſtrong 
Guard over them, to hinder their run- 
ning away, he made every Man of 'em 
cut a piece out of the Waſtband of his 
Breeches, which oblig'd 'em to ewploy one 
Hand in keeping them up; in which Po- 
ſture they march'd with only 25 Dregoons, 
and a Serjeant, for their Guard. The 
Enemy's Confuſion after this Battle, and 
their precipitate Retreat, was inexpreſſible; 
for the Sieur s\Gravenmoor, who, being 
taken Priſoner when they broke thro' our 
firſt Line, was an Eye Witneſs of it, re- 
ported, that the Elector of Bavaria (not- 
withſtanding his great Courage and Bra- 


very) 
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very) and ſeveral other Generals, cou'd not 
forbear to ſhed Tears in his preſence. And 
it was believ'd upon the whole, that one 
half of the French Hroops that eſcap'd, 

deſerted their Colours. | 
1H t me Curioſity that carry'd me 
to Ramellies led me a few Miles by the 
ſame River Geete to the little convenient 
Town of Landen, famous for the Battle 
known alſo by the Name of Neerwinden, 
on the 19th of July, O. S. 1693. where 
the Dukes of Luxemburg, Villeroy and 
Berwick, with the French Army, attack'd 
that commanded by the late King William 
ind the Elector of Bavaria. The French 
1vancing within Cannon-ſhot of the Con- 
felerates Camp, were Cannonaded with 
good Succeſs from Sun-riſe till fix o'Clock, 
when they advanc'd nearer the King's Re- 
trenchments; and the Duke of Berwzck, 
the Count de Mouteheuril, and M. de Ru- 
bantel attack'd the Right Wing, at the VII- 
lages of Lar and Neerwinden, with great 
Fury, but various Succeſs, having gain'd 
and loſt them once and again; but at 
length the Confederates, tho much infe- 
rior in Number, remain'd Maſters of thoſe 
Poſts. And here the Duke of Berwick 
was taken Priſoner. Then they attack'd 
our Left Wing at Neerlauden; but after a 
very ſmart Fire on both Sides for two 
Hours, 
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Hours, in which the French gain'd and 


loſt the Advantage ſeveral times, they were 


entirely beaten there alſo; the Soldiers be. 
ing not a little animated by the preſence 


of King William, and of the Prince of 


Hanover his preſent Majeſty of Great 
Britain, and the Prince of Brandenburg, 
now King of Pruſſia. Luxemburgh, with 
ſeveral Brigades of freſh Men, attack'( 
the Village of Neerwinden a ſecond time 
with great Fury ; and after a long Diſpute, 
and ſeveral Repulſes, overpower'd the Con. 
federates with ſuch Numbers, that they 
retreated under the Conduct of the Prince 
of Naſſau in good Order, to Leuwe, un. 
purſued by the French, whole choiceſt 
Bod ies being all cut to pieces, they paid ſo 
dear for this Victory, that they might very 
well ſay with Pyrrhus King of Epirus, 
when complimented on his Succeſs againſt 
the Romans, That ſuch another Battle 
wou'd quite ruin them. The Elector ol 
Bavaria, who diſtingui d himſelf on this 
occasion, by giving the Enemy ſeveral ke. 
pulſes, had his Peruke burnt, and his Buff. 
coat ſhot thro' with two Musket Bullets; 
and his Majeſty King William, who did 
the Office of a private Soldier as well 4 
Captain General, expos'd himſelf ſo much 
in running from Rank to Rank, and lead 


ing on the Squadrons and Batallions Swor 
in 
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in hand, that tho' he chang'd his Cloaths, 
he narrowly eſcaped three Musket ſhots, 
one thro' his Peruke, which deafen'd him 
for a while; another thro' the Sleeve of 
his Coat, which did him no harm; and the 
third carry'd off the Knot of his Scarf, 

and left a ſmall Contuſion in his Side. 
The kill'd and wounded on both Sides 
were computed at 3oooo, two thirds of 
which Number was charg'd to the French. 
The kill'd of Note on the French fide, 
were the Count de Monchevrentl, a Lieu- 
tenant General, the Duke de Yz/es, Prince 
Paul of the Houſe of Lorrain, Colonel 
of Horſe, the Marquis de Montfort, ditto. 
Three -Brigadiers of Horſe, two of Foot ; 
Count de Gaſſion, Enſign of the Guards, 
Count of Guiche, Colonel of Foot, the 
Marquis de Chanvallon, Lord Lucan, alias 
Sarsfield, Camp Marſhal, Marquis of Mon- 
trevel, Brigadier, Marquis de Tracy, Of- 
ficer of the Guards, the Sieurs de Lignery 
and Bolen, the Chevalier Ro/en, and ſeve- 
ral other Colonels and Captains. The 
wounded on the ſame Side were the Duke 
of Bourbon, Duke of Montmorency. Lux- 
emburgh's don, and Camp-Marſhal, Prince of 
Conti, the Mareſchal de Joyeuſeè, Prince Paul 
of Lorrain's Son, who was a Lieutenant 
of Horſe; the Prince de la Rocheguion, 
Duke de Bournonville, Colonel «700 
Genf 
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Gens d' Arms (who dy'd of his Wounds) 
the Marquis de la Villequiers, the Mar. 
quis de Rochefort, the Sieur de Saillant, 
Captain of the Guards, the Sieur de Tracy, 
Count of Grand Pez, Colonel of Foot 
and Monſieur de Furville, Colone] of one 
of the King's Regiments, The Priſoners of 
Note taken from them were the Duke of 
Berwick, Lieutenant General, Duke of 
Hr. Simeon, beſides ſeveral other Officers 
and Perſons of Note. 

THe Perſons of chief Note that fell on 
the Side of the Confederates, were the 
Prince of Brabangon, Baron 4'Offener, 
Lieutenant General of the FHanoverzans; 
the Sieur Fagel, Brigadier; Major General 
Houche of Hanover, and Colonel Wieſel 

THEIR Great Men wounded were 
the Lord Portland (the late Earl) Count 
de Solmes, Lieutenant General of the 
Duteh, who had his Leg ſhot off; Major 
General Oorth of Hanover; Baron de Ho. 
den; Count '. Arco, General of the Cui. 
rafſiers ; Don Domingo Pignatelli, Camp: 
Maſter of Horſe ; Don Alexanaro de Gu/- 
man, ditto; Colonel de Bay; Colonel 
Aylva, his Leg ſhot off; and Don Loui 
de Borgia, Camp- Maſter of Horſe. 

In this Action the late Duke of Ormond, 
Cantain of King Williams Guards, and 
Lieuten int General, was wounded, = 

allo 
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alſo taken Priſoner, together with the Sicur 
de Zuyleſtein, Lieutenant General; the 
dieur de Scravenmoor (who was alſo {light- 
ly wounded) the Count de Brouay, Ser- 
jeant Major of the Battalia; the Count de 
Lippe, and ſome other Colonels. 

In French Officers not mention'd, who 
had a Share in this Action, were the Mar- 
quis de Crequi, Marſhal de Camp; and the 
Marquis de Fenquzeres, Lieutenant Gene- 
ral; the Count de Solre, Marſhal de Camp; 
M. de Rubantel, Lieutenant General; Ba- 
ron de Breſley;, the Duke de Roquelaure, 
and the Count de Marſin, Marſhals de 
Camp; the Sieurs de Vatteville and Buſta, 
Lieutenant Generals; the Dukes 4" Elbeuf 
and Chartres; the Chevalier de Bezons, 
Marſhal de Camp; Brigadier Reynolds; the 
Count de Guiſcard; the Marquis de Har. 
court, &c. 

Cp ox the whole, as 'twas obſerv'd be- 
tore, tho the French magnify'd and boaſt- 
ed of this Victory, never a Field of Eattle 
colt them ſo dear; for tho' they took more 
Priſoners than we did, yet the Number of 
their ſlain and wounded was much greater 
than ours; for all the King's Houſhold 
Iroops, with the French and Swiſs Guards, 
cou'd not have been more gall'd than they 
were by the terrible Fire which the Con- 
tederates made for fix Hours from their 

great

great Guns and Muskets, inſomuch that 
they ſent Sooo wounded to Namur, not 
reckoning thoſe they ſent to other Places; 
and it was computed they had above 800 
Officers wounded, and a greater Number 
ſlain: And I remember it was thought: 
juſt Obſervation of the Politicians of that 
time, that this Battle was ſo far from be. 
ing a Diſadvantage to the Confederate, 
that it gave a Check to a vaſtly ſuperior 
Army, which was in a fair way to haue 
{wallow'd up the reſt of the King of Spain 
Towns in the Lou-Countries, to have re. 
duc'd Liege to the Dominion of Fran, 
and to have ſtruck a Terror into the ver 
Frontiers af Holland, But as it provl, 
they gain'd a Victory not much leſs fati 
than an abſolute Defeat; and were not able 
to make any further Progreſs that Cam- 
paign. 

TAE French obtain'd ſuch another 
dear-bought Victory about three Years be. 
fore this at the famous Abbey of Fleuru; 
which is not above 10 Miles from Namur 
to the Weſt. The Battle was fought be- 
tween the French, commanded by the 
ſame Duke of Luxemburgh, and the Dutet 
under Prince J/aldeck, on the 4th d 


Fane, 1690. 
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THE Spaniards hearing that the Duke 
intended to paſs the Sambre and lay their 
Country under Contribution, preſsd Prince 
Waldeck to keep them beyond that River; 
whereupon the Prince order'd the Counts of 
Berlo and Flodorp to advance and hinder 
their paſling it : But when they came to 
this Village with ſeveral Regiments of Horſe, 
they found good Part of their Army already 
come over, who immediately ſurprized the 
Count in Front and Rear, and fo vigoroutly 
charg'd him, that he there loſt his Life, as 
did alſo Major Caftelan, and ſome other Of- 
ficerss Count Flodorp was ſo far advanc'd 
too, that he could not help fighting, but was 
over-power'd by Numbers, and rec:r'd to 
Count Webbenum, when being joyn'd by 
his Detachment, they vigorouſly repuls'd the 
Enemy's purſuing Squadrons. But this was 
only a Prelude to the general Engagement on 
tie 4th, which was the next Day. The 
States Army conſiſted but of 25000 Men, 
the Spanzards being not yet come up; and 
the French Army was 45000, of whoſe 
dtrength Prince Waldeck, it ſeems, was 
not rightly inform'd, or probably he would 
not have ventur'd a Battle with ſuch a ſupe- 
rior Number. However, having reſolv'd 
upon 1t, he gave the Command of the Right 
Wing to the Prince of Naſſau, General of 
the Horſe, accompany'd by Lieutenant Ge- 
neral de Huby, a Spaniard, and the Prince 


of 
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of Berdenfield, He committed the Left 
Wing and main Battalia to the Prince of 
Frieſland, and Marſhal de Camp, and to 
the Lieutenant-Generals Alva and Webbe. 
num. The Dukes de Luxemburg and 
Main attack'd the Left Wing at the ſame 
time in Front, Flank and Rear, charg'd the 
firſt Line of the Right Wing, and being con- 
tinually reliev'd with freſh Numbers, the 
Dutch Horſe were broken and diſpers'd; 
but 'twas ſaid that never did any Foot per- 
form ſuch Wonders as theirs; for after they 
were forſaken by the Horſe, they alone 
ſuſtain'd the Attacks of the Enemy's Foot 
and Horſe too, and tho* charg'd in Front, 
Flank, and Rear at the ſame time, cou'd not 
be broken. They ſuffer d the Enemy! 
Squadrons to approach within Piſtol-ſhot, 
and then let fly at them with ſuch Ain 
and Succeſs, that whole Squadrons together 
ſeem'd to fink into the Ground. They dil 
ſuch Execution, that the Enemy were terti 
fy'd and fled ſo ſoon as they ſaw them only 
preſent their Muſkets, and therefore they 
permitted them to retire in good Order, with 
out offering to purſue them. This Bravery 
of the Dutch Infantry, and the Cowardice 
of their Horſe, made the Duke of Luxem- 
burg lay, that the Dutch Foot had out- 
done the Wonders perform'd by the Sa. 
niards at the Battle of Rocroy, and that i 

I Was 
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was for Prince Waldect to remember the 
French Horſe,while himſelf ſhou'd never for- 
get the Dutch Infantry. The Fight was as 
tedious as it was obſtinate, for it laſted till 7 
o Clock in the Evening. The Victory coſt 
the French above 12000 Men, kill'd, woun- 
ded, and taken Priſoners. 'The Gendarmery 
of the King's Horſe was totally ruin'd ; for 
out of 12 Squadrons, which it conſiſted of 
before the Fight, there were but 6 left. 
They loſt above 1200 Officers, among them, 
the Count de Gourna, and the Sieur de 
Mets, both Lieutenant-Generals, and the 
Count de Seaux, Colonel of the Regiment 
of Champaign. They alſo loſt 32 Colours, 
of which two were taken by the Prince of 
Friefland's own Hands. 

As for the Dutch Army, they loſt 
4600 kill'd on the Spot, a great many woun- 
ded, and two or three thouſand Priſoners, 
many of which eſcap'd Home againſoon, by 
Favour of the Sw2/s in the French Army. 
They loft ſeveral Cannon, becauſe the Wag- 
goners cut their Harneſs to facilitate their 
Flight. The Perſons of chief Note kill'd on 
their Side were, the Prince of Saxon-Mar/- 
purgh, the Count of Srzrum, one of the 
young Counts of Naſſau, the Baron de 
Heide, beſides ſeveral Colonels, Captains, 
and inferior Officers. 
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WHEN the States Deputies afterwards 
review'd their Army, they gave every Foot 
Soldier three Franks, as 2 Reward of their 
Bravery, but not a Doit to the Horſe, be- 
cauſe they were accuſed of not having done 
their Duty, | 

BEING by this time weary of traverſing the 
bloody Fields of Mars, and Namur affording 
no Diverſions, I was glad to leave it, and in 
three Hours, over a wild Country, reach'd 
Charlteroy, _ 

THis Town is ſituated on the Sambre 
at an equal Diſtance from Mons and Namur, 
and is called Charleroy, in Honour of 
Charles II. of Span. 

It is divided into three Quarters, called, 
The High and Low Town, and that between 
the Towns. Theſe ſeparate Quarters are 
all very ſtrongly fortify'd, and can hinder 
the Approach of an Army, by laying the 
adjacent Country under Water with their 
Sluices. | 

THE chief Commerce of Charleroy, is 
Nails, Cannon, and other Iron-work ; the 
middle Quarter being full of Melting-houſes, 
Mills, Forges, Sc. does not look very unlike 
Birmingham in England. 

THERE is nothing here but the Fortif- 
cations worth mentioning ; indeed, the Capu- 


chins have a Convent in the lower Town, 65 
whoſe eli 
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whoſe Church is a pretty Structure, and 
well adorn'd. 

THE Spaniards having demoliſh'd the 
Patochial Church of St. Chriſtopher, the 
late King of France re- built it, and dedica- 
ted it to his Name-ſake St. Lewis jointly 
with St. Chriſtopher; but there is nothing 
admirable about it. 

THE Magiſtracy here conſiſts of a Bailiff, 
a Mayor, ſeven Aldermen, and a Recorder, 
who are all nominated by the Prince of 
Iſenghien. \ 

STRAD A, in his Hiſtory de Bello 
Belgico, ſays of theſe Countrys, In alias 
erras peregrinari Mars, hic ſedem fe- 
iſe videtur : And ſo frequently has this 
__ been the Seat of War, that there is 
ot a Town of any conſequence but has ſe- 
veral times been taken and re-taken, and this 
Place no leſs than five times fince its firſt 
building, which was about the Year 1666. 
THE French took it in 1667, before the 
pantards had ſcarce fortify'd it, and they 
ade it 'one of the ſtrongeſt Places in the Ne- 
berlands, becauſe of its important Situation 
m the Frontiers of Namur, Brabant, and 
ainault. Twas confirm'd to them by 
he Treaty of Aix la Chapelle, in 1668, but 
hey reſtor'd it by that of Nimeguen, in 
678, after the Prince of Orange had twice 
delieged it in vain, in 1672 and 1677. 
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IN 1692, the French bombarded it with 
ſo much Fury, that they ſpent about 25000 
Bombs, and beſtow'd 18000 great Shot upon 
the Town for five Days together, yet burnt 
no more than 40 Houſes in the Lower Town, 
They then intended a Siege, but fearing too 
much Oppolition, they deferr'd it till the 
next Year, when they were ſo provok'd b 
a Salley made by the Garriſon, in which 
they demoliſh'd the Lines the French ha 
caſt up to cover their Country, and raid 
Contributions to Maubeuge, that on the zii 
of Augnſi the Count de Gui ſcard and Mon- 
fieur Xemenes inveſted and attack d it with 
great Fury; but the Beſieged, tho' they hal 
little or no Hopes of Relief, gallantly hell 
out till the iſt of October, and then mad 
an honourable Capitulation with the Mar 

uis Villeroy and the Duke of Luxembury,

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one of thoſe Towns (Nemure and Luxem- 
burg being the two others) whoſe Sove-

poſſeſs d. before the late War. 

WHILE I am here, I cannot omit to men- 
tion Valcourt, about nine Miles to the 
South, the Metropolis of the Country be- 
tween the Maeſe and the Sambre, but of 
chief Note for the Victory obtain'd here by 
the Confederates over the French; Auguſt 15, 
1689, after a Battle, where the Ear) of 
Marlborough, who commanded the Engliſh 
Forces, gave ſuch Relief to the Colonel that 
guarded the main Paſs, and ſuch a Check 
to the French, by the continual Fire he made 
upon them in Flank, as ſav'd our Ariny when 
they had like to have routed it. The French. 
under the Mareſchal 4 Humzeres, attack d 
the Town with great Reſolution for an Hour 
and half, but Prince Waldeck and my Lord 
Marlborough oblig'd them to retire with 
Precipitation, after they had near 2000 Men 
kil'd and wounded.

ſtone; its Frontiſpiece, whoſe Architecture 
is very regular and noble, is adorn'd with 
Pillars, Figures, and exquiſite Baſſo Re- 
lievos.

THE Market-Place here is very ſpacious 
and on one Side of it is the Hall, a large 
magnificent Building. : 

OF the ſeveral Churches, Abbeys: and 
Convents here, theſe are the only which me- 
rit the Obſervation of a Traveller. The

from Valenciennes, which, indeed, very well 
deſerves ſeeing. The Appartments of the 
Abbot, and the Religious, are of the ut- 
moſt Magnificence, and one of the Churches 
is a very fine Piece of Architecture, large, 
regular, and well adorn'd. A Man of Learn- 
ing cannot fail to be pleas'd here; for in the 
Library he will ſee a great Number of fine 
Manuſcripts, and ſeveral curious Books, which 
are hardly to be ſeen any where elſe. | 

THE Town of Valenciennes, which is 
{aid to have been built by the Roman Em- 
peror Valentinian, enjoys ſeveral particular 
Privileges and Immunities. Amongſt the 
reſt, it is an Aſylum for Debtors and Crimi- 
nals, though at preſent, with ſome Reſtricti- 
ons, becauſe this Privilege was abuſed in De- 
hance of all Law and Juſtice, 

TH Ee Magiſtracy of this Place is compo- 
ſed of a Provoſt, a Lieutenant Provoſt, with 
12 Aldermen, 2 Counſellors Penſionaries, 
and 3 Recorders, Here are alſo the particu- 
lar Council compoſed of 25 Members, the 
general Council of 200, and the Provoſt 
Criminal with his Aſſiſtants. So excellent 
was the Form of the Government here for- 
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merly, that the Common-wealth of Venie⸗ 
ſent Deputies to colle& their Laws, and af. 
terwards eſtabliſhed them there; but now it 
is under the deſpotick Power of France. 

TH 1s Town had formerly Counts of 
its own, who had a Power of Coinage. It 
fell by Marriage to the Counts of Hainault 
and Flanders, and then to the Emperor 
Lewis of Bavaria, in 1346; after which it 
came to the Houſe of Auſtria. On March17, 
1677, the late French King took it by Storm, 
after eight Days Siege, in Perſon, with 50000 
Men, when he deſign'd only to take a Horn- 
work. He fav'd the Town from Plunder, 
but made the Inhabitants pay 40000 Crowns, 
which he laid out upon the Citadel: Tis ſo 
ſtrong both by Art and Situation, that tis 
ſaid it will require two or three Armies to 
beſiege it. This was the firſt Town in theſe 
Parts that deny'd Obedience to the Prince of 
Parma, and refus'd to admit a Garriſon, 
Twas yielded to the French by the Treaty 
of Nimeguen, and continues in their Poſſeſ- 
fion. 

Fr o M Valenciennes, over a pleaſant fruit- 
ful Country I went to Mons, the Capital City 
of the Earldom of Hainault, ſo called from 
the River Haine which runs through it, 

THI1s Province is twenty Leagues in 
Length, and ſixteen in Breadth ; the Air 5 
temperate,and the Soil fruitful, being *

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by the Scheld, the Sambre the Haine, the 
Deule, the Trouille, and the Honcan all fine 
Rivers, It contains alſo a great many Lakes and 
Woods, Mines and Quarries, which abound 
in lron, Lead, Marble, and blue and white 
Stones, 

IN this Province are 24 Towns, the prin- 
cipal whereof are Mons and Valenciennes, 
950 Villages, 17 Abbeys of Men, 10 Ab- 
__ of Ladies, 9Chapters of Canons, and 
3 Chapters of Canoneſſes, who are Nobles; 
1 Dutchy, 4 Prevotez, or Juriſdictions of a 
Frovoſt-Marſhal, 4 antient Counties, and 44 
antient Baronies; it is alſo very famous for 
its 12 Peerdoms, which give Titles to great 
Families, and of all the 17 Provinces; the 
Nobility of Hainault is the moſt antient 
and illuſtrious. 

THE Emperor is at preſent Earl of Hain- 
ault, and was inaugurated the 18th of Octo- 
ber, 1719. This Inauguration is always per- 
formed at the Capital City Mons, and is a 
very magnificent Ceremony. All the Orders 
of Religious, with the reſt of the Clergy, car-

This Part of the Ceremony being over, 
the Earl proceeds to the Collegiate Church 
of St. Waudru, where the noble Canoneſles 
receive him, and put him in poſſeſſion of the 
Abbatial Dignity. Here he takes another 
Oath to maintain the Cuſtoms, Laws and 
Immunities of the Chapter. 

THE great Officers of the County « 
Hainault, are a High Bailiff, who is ap 
pointed by the Sovereign, a Seneſchal, a Mar- 
ſhal, a great Huntſman, a Cup-bearer, ; 
Fantler, and a Chamberlain. 

THE Government of the Province is an 
nexed to the Office of High Bail iff. This is an 
Employment of vaſt Authority; for of him 
ſelf, without ſo much as the ce of 
the Governor-General of the Low- Countries 
for the Council of State, he every Year ſettlt 
the Magiſtracy of all the Towns, All Mat 
ters of Juſtice, and which relate to the Ci 
vil Government of the Province, are under 
his Cognizance, and he gives Judgment 
without Appeal. He has ſeveral honourable 
and beneficial Employments in his Gift, can 
pardon Criminals, and makes the Propoſition 
of Aids and Subſidies to the Aſſembly of the 
States. This eminent Poſt is at preſent et

THE Clergy, the Nobility, and the 
People make up the three Eſtates of the 
Country of Hainault, and meet once a 

Year to grant Subſidies to the Sovereign. 
EACH Body elects its ordinary Deputies, 
who reſide at Mons, and meet whenever 
the Neceſlities of the State require it, or the 
Emperor orders them. Theſe Deputies are 
two Eccleſiaſticks, two Noblemen, and the 
People are repreſented by the Penſionary of 
Mons, the Recorder, the firſt and ſecond Al- 
derman of the ſame Place, and two Depu- 
ties of the Towns. The Noblemen and Ec- 
cleſiaſticks continue Deputies only during 
three Years, the Penſionary and Recorder 
are for Life, and the other Deputies depend 
on the Favour of the High Bailiff, who,when 
he renews the Magiſtracy of the Towns, may 
turn them out, or keep them in as he thinks 
tit, * 
THE ancient Inhabitants of this Country 
were call'd Nerv:ians, and were a People of 
great Courage; for of all the ſeveral Nations, 
they made the ſtouteſt Reſiſtance againſt the 
Romans, as appears from Julius Ceſar's 
Commentaries, who terms them the 2 
erce 
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fierce of the Belgians, becauſe they fre. 
quently repell'd his Invaſions. | 
Tun City of Mons, the Capital of 
Hainault, is ſo call'd, becauſe it ſtands up. 
on a Hill, its lower Parts being water'd by 
the Rivers Trouillèe and Haine, which fillits 
Foſlees with Water, and add to its Strength. 
It hath fix Gates, which lead to fix Capital 
Cities; that to Bruſſels hath a fine Cauſeway 
thirty Mile long, is the Road from the 
Low-Countries to Paris, and was finiſh'{ 
by the Councils of Brabant and Hazmaul 
in 1705. Theſe Cauſeways are of a vat 
Advantage to Travellers in Winter, it is pro- 
poſed to carry them through to Parzs, and 
then the Maſters of the Diligences at Braf- 
els aſſure them they ſhall dine the third 
Day at Parzs, and ſo backwards, which will 
be quicker and eaſier than riding Poſt. 
| THE Market-Place of this City is very 
ſpacious, and hath upon it the Town-Houſe, 
the Palace of the Government, and that of 
the Council of the Province. 

THE Town-Houſe is a venerable large 
old Building, on which the States erected 2 
fine Steeple in the Year 1716. The Magi 
ſtrates govern as in the other Cities in the 
Lou Countries; but there is one thing I ob- 
ſerv'd here, which I did not ſee in any other 
of the Cities, that on the Days of Ceremony 


there are 2 Town Majors,who walk with their 
2 Swords 
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Swords about them on each Side of the Mayor, 
to whom are intruſted the Keys of the Gates. 

THESE three Palaces, which are the Or- 
naments of the City, are finely adorn'd with- 
in with Sculpture and Painting ; but what I 
take to be the great Beauty of this City, is 
the Canonefles of St. F/oodrow, who are 
all Noble, and have their Houſes round the 
Collegiate Church of St. Yoodrow, as the 
Prebendaries have round the Cathedrals in 
England : They are Thirty in Number, and 
it's a Pleaſure to ſee ſo many fine Ladies in 
the Choir clad in White, with a black Man- 
tle lin'd with Ermin ; but when they go out, 
they are dreſs'd like other Ladies, and all of 
them keep their Coaches: They may marry 
when they pleaſe, but then they quit their 
Places. The Elector of Bavaria, when he 
was Governor of the Low-Countries, and 
after the Battle of Ramellies, kept his Court 
here, fell in love with one of them, who was 
a Princeſs, and ſhe was his Favourite Mi- 
ſtreſs for many Years. 

THE Emperor is hereditary Abbot of 
this Chapter, under whom are four of the 
antienteſt Canoneſſes to inſpect the Conduct 
of the others. | 

Tu E Building of their Church is auguſt 
by it's Length, Breadth and Heigth, and the 
many Windows that give Light, like that of 
Salisbury in England, and yet it 2 *

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niſh'd in the Year 1449. The Side Altars 
and Chappels are all of Marble and Jaſper; 
and there 1s a Marble Tomb finely embel. 
liſn'd with Statues, among which, the four 
Cardinal Virtues and Reſurrection are much 
eſteem'd. 

HERE are abundance of Monaſteries for 
Men and Women, as in the other Cities ; the 
Church of the Jeſuites is worth ſeeing for 
Men, and the Urſulines for Women : Here 
are alſo two Colleges for the Education of 
Youth ; the one under the Direction of the 
ſecular Clergy, who have taught in it ſince the 
Year 13 13. and the other of the Jeſuites, 
who have taught here ſince the Lear 1588. 
IN 1572, it was ſurprizd by Count 
Lewis of Naſſau, Brother to the Prince 
of Orange, who made uſe of the following 
Stratagem: He ſent 12 Soldiers, that pre- 
tended to be Merchants, and to have great 
Quantities of Wine upon the Road, which 
they defir'd might be let in betimes in the 
Morning, leſt it ſhou'd be damag'd by the 
Heat of the Day ; and having by this 
Means obtain'd the Keys before the uſual 
time of opening the Gates, ſome Troops 
that lay in ambuſh, enter'd and took the

Tu Ar ſame Lear it was retaken by the

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IN 1678, it was block'd up for ſome 
time by the French Army, under the Com- 
mand of the Duke of Luxemburgh; but 
on Sunday, the 17th of Auguſt, King Wii. 
lam the IIId of England, then Prince of 
Orange, attack'd the Duke at Two o' Clock 
in the Afternoon, while he was at Dinner, 
and beat him, when 'twas ſaid the Prince 
had the Peace of Nimeguen in his Pocket; 
but if this were true, he cou'd not be ob- 
lg d to take Notice of it, till he had Ad- 
vice of it from the States. This was call'd 
the Battle of Sr. Dennis, becauſe the 
French Right Wing was poſted at the Abby 
of that Name; and ſo confident was the

TH E Streets are large and handſome, 
and terminate in the great Market, which is 
a2 ſpacious Square, adorn'd with the 'Town- 
houſe, which is one of the fineſt in Europe, 
as is alſo its Clock. It's in this Town-houſe 
where the Plenipotentiaries hold rheir Con- 
greſs, for which Aſſemblies this City hath been 
very famous ; for it was here that a Treaty 
of Peace was concluded'in 1508, between the 
Emperor Maximilian I. and LewssXII. K. of 
France. It was here alſo, where the famous 

| League 
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League was concluded between Pope Fu. 
lius II. Maximilian I. Lewis XII. of France, 
and Ferdinand V. King of Arragon, 1. 
gainſt the State of Venice, for recover. 
ing Lands in It ach, uſurp'd by that State. 
It was here alſo, that in the Year 1520, 
a Treaty of Peace was ſet on Foot between 
Charles V. Emperor of Germany, and Fran- 
cis I. King of France; their Plenipotentia- 
ries were two Ladies, the Dutcheſs Dowager 
of Savoy, for the Emperor, and the Dutchel; 
Dowager of Anjou, for the King of France 
for which Reaſon, they call it to this Day, 
the Ladies Peace: There attended at this 
Congreſs, to do Honour to the Ladies, no 
leſs than four Sovereign Princes, ſeventy- 
two Dukes and Earls, eight Cardinals, ten 
Archbiſhops, thirty-three Biſhops, and four 
hundred Gentlemen of Diſtin&tion. 

THE Cathedral Church with its Steeple, 
is very handſome, and richly endow'd; for 
the Archbiſhop, who has both Spiritual and 
Temporal Juriſdiction, and calls hunſelt 
Duke of Cambray, is reckoned to have 
100000 Crowns a Year; and its forty-eight 
Canons and Prebends in Proportion. 

TA E Steeple is in form of a Pyramid, is 
all of Free-ſtone, 600 Steps high, and hath 
a fine Clock, which chymes every halt 
Hour, marks the Hour, the Day and the 
Lear, and there come out little Braſs m— 
who 
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who knock the Hours with their Hammers. 
They tell you, that this Clock was the 
Contrivance of a Shepherd, who bragg'd 
that he would go into France and make a 
finerz for which ſaying, the Magiſtrates put 
out his Eyes, 

| THE Church is adorn'd within, as other 
Cathedrals are, with. Chappels and Altars; 
but particularly one Chappel, with Lamps 
t of Silver and Gold ever burning before a 
Picture of the Virgin, which they pretend 
vas done by St. Luke. 

HERE are abundance of other Churches; 
particularly that of St. Sepulchres, is worth 
the Curioſity of a Stranger; on the top of 
is Steeple is repreſented the Reſurrection of 
our Saviour, in Copper, gilt; here are Con- 
vents of all ſorts of Religious, both of Men 
ind Women; amongſt the latter, is an Ab-

I No w return to Mons, in order to 
proceed to Tournay. | paſs'd by Conde. a 
little Town, but extreamly ſtrong, which 
giyes Title to the Houſe of Bourbon, al- 
though it does not belong to them, and 1s 
fituared where the Scheld and the Haine 
join. The Country round it is fo marſhy, 
that it can be eaſily overflow'd, which adds 
to the Strength of the Place ; the adjacent 
Country belong'd formerly to the Counts 
Lalliene, but rhe laſt of that Family dying 
in Spazn, left it to the Prince de Croza, 
who is now Maſter of it. There are ſeveral 
Religious Houſes in this City, but few 
worth the taking Notice of.

FRO M hence ] arriv'd at the fine City 
of Tournay, now in the Hands of the Hol 
landers, whom it ſerves as a Barrier on this 
Side; nothing can be'imagin'd more beau. 
tiful than the Situation of this City, the 


River Scheld running through the middle, 
over 
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over which are ſeveral Bridges, and the 
Keys pleaſantly planted with Trecs, as in 
Holland, 

THE y tell you, it was a City 600 
Years before the Birth of Jeſus Chriſi; and 
Julius Ceſar, in the 7th Chap. of the 2d 
Book of his Commentaries, mentions his 
taking of it in a Battle which he had with 
the Nervians, on the Banks of the River 
Sambre. The French took in 1667, in 
four Days time, and afterwards made it 
prodigiouſly ſtrong: M. FYauban, that fa- 
mous Engineer, built a Citadel here, 
which he call'd his Maſter- piece; it is 
flank'd with five royal Baſtions, cover'd with 
two Ravelins, flank d by two Halt-moons, 
all which Works are undermin'd, and the 
following Inſcription is {till on one of the 
Half-moons.

But his Majeſty was miſtaken, for in the 
Year 1709, the Army, under the Duke of 
Marlborough and Prince Eugene, took the 
Town on the 28th of 7uly, after three 
Weeks open Trenches, and the Citadel on 
the 3d of September, when M. de Sur- 
ville was Governour of the Town : It was 
remarkable, there were at the taking of this 
City, three ſeveral Capitulations, one for 
the Military, ſign'd the 29th of 7aly ; one 
for the three Eſtates of the City, ſign d 
the firſt ot Auguſt; and the third, for the 
Parliament, eſtabliſh'd by Leuis XIV. 
lign'd on the 7th, by virtue of which they 
retir'd to Cambray, and in 1713, were 
lettled at Donay. 

Six Ty Batallions were appointed for 
the Trenches, of which 23 were Dutch, 
and 7 En liſh, and 60 Squadrons of the 
Troops of the ſeveral Nations likewiſe at- 
tended the Siege. | 

T yt General Officers at Lottum's At- 
tack, were the Lieutenant Generals Wi- 

M 3 thers, 
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thers, Fing, and Heyden; the Major Ge. 
nerals Vegelin, Denhof, and Sir Richard 
Temple, now Lord Cobham, H hoſe at 
General Fage/'s, were the Lieutenant Ge- 
nerals Dedem, Oxenſtiern, and Spaar; 
and the Major Generals Hamilton, Waſſer. 
aer and Keppel. And thoſe at General 
Schuylemburgh's, were the Duke of Arzyle, 
M. Wackerbaert and Week, Lieutenant 
Generals; and M. Honaorf, Dalburgh, 
and Naſfau-Moudenbourgh, Major Gene. 
rals; the two only Engliſh Brigadiers, were 
Primroſe and Sabine, The Enghſh Regi- 
ments engag'd in the Siege, were thoſe of 
Temple, Evans, Meredith, Pendergraſs, 
Orkney and Argyle. The Prince of Naſau 
and the Earl of Orkney were likewiſe in 
the Camp. The Sieur de Lalos, a Briga. 
dier in the Britiſh Troops, was ſent into 
the Town by the Duke of Marlborough, to 
treat about the Surrender of the Citadel 
with the Marquis de Ravignan, a Major 
General. The Earl of Albermarle was 
appointed Governor of this Town, which, 
by the Treaty of Utrecht, was quitted to 
the States-General as aforeſaid, in Fa- 
vour of the Emperor. 

HE RE are ſeven beautiful Gates, over 
one of which was a fine Statue of Le- 
wWwis XIV. which now adorns the Duke of

' THE y reckon ſeventy Trades with 
their Deacons in this City, under the Di- 
rection of the Magiſtrates; but an Appeal 
may be brought to the great Council of 
Mechlin. 

LEW IS XIV. erected a Parliament 
here in the Year 1668, conſiſting of two 
Preſidents, ſeven Counſellors, an Attorney- 
General, and a Secretary ; and in the 
Year 80, order'd them to be without Ap— 
peal ; and in 1693, added to the Number 
of the Officers, a Chancellour, after the 
manner of the Parliaments in France, three 
Preſidents a Mortzer, two Knights of Ho- 
nour, twenty-two Counſellors, an Attor- 
ney-General,Sollicitor General, a Secretary, 
an! three Clerks; but now Tournay is freed 
from that Oppreſſion; and although they 
do not like the Dutch, who command the 
Military, yet they are very eaſy, in being 
join'd with the reſt of the Provinces under 
the Emperor. 

THE Cathedral Church of our Lady is 
an old Gothic Building, with four Stee- 
ples, and is adorn'd within with many 
beautiful Chappels and magnificent Tombs, 
both in Marble and Braſs, the Deſcription 
of which would be too long for a Letter. 
The Church of St. Martin is alſo worth 
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the Curioſity of a Stranger; here is alſo 
abundance of Religious Houſes for Men and 
Women, as in the other Cities. . 
TH E Country depending upon Tournay, 
is beautiful and large, conſiſting of 60 Vil. 
lages in the County of Flanders, and 7 in 
the County of Hainault; as alſo the little 
Town of St. Amand, where I am now 
going. | 
THE Abbey of Fr. Amand is reckon'l 
the richeſt and beautifulleſt in the whok 
World. After the taking of Tournay, the 
Duke of Mar/borongh and Prince Eugene 
beſtow'd it on the Cardinal de Bonillon, 
who had then deſerted the Party of 
France : But though he received the Re- 
venue, he thought it too nigh France to 
make it his Reſidence. | Wick 
THE Church of this noble Abbey, 
which hath two Steeples to it, is beyond 
expreſſion magnificent. It is 460 Foot 
long, 78 broad, and the Croſs 260 Foot 
long, and 80 broad. The Church is double, 
and the Monks, who are of the Order of 
St. Benedict, keep their Choir above, not 
to be ſeen by Strangers, and leave the 
Choir below for the Seculars. 
Tux Abbey itſelf, which conſiſts of ſe- 
veral Courts, looks more like a royal Pa- 
lace than an Abbey for Monks, and was 
begun by the Abbot Nicholas de Bis, a

famous Architect, who (like Sir Chri/to- 
pher Wren) liv'd to fee it finiſned; which, 
according to the Records of this Abbey, coſt

T H 1s good Abbot, who govern'd above 
0 Years, in building this fine Abbey, took 
care alſo for the Conveniency of his Monks, 
to erect within the Cloſe of his Abbey a 
little Monaſtery of Benedictine Nuns, who 
are call'd the ies of Peace, whoſe Bu- 
ſineſs is to look after the Ornaments of the 
Church, to waſh the Linnen of the Monks, 
and comfort and take care of them when 
they are ſick. The French took this Town 
in 1667, and diſmantled it, They abandon'd 
it in 1709, to the Duke of Marlborough, 


and had it reftor'd to them by the Treaty of 


Utrecht. From thence, in two Hours, I ar- 
riv'd here, and am,

UVDENARDis famous for weay- 
ing of Tapeſtry, and its Market-place, 2. 
dorn'd with a beautiful Town-houſe, and 
a large and fine Fountain; there are allo 
five Gates to enter Audenard, which is re- 
gularly fortify'd. The Chatellanie of 
this City, which comprehends twenty- two 
fine Villages, ſend Deputies to the States 
of Flanders. 4 

TA 1s City was taken by the Prince ot 
Parma in 1582, and by the French in 
1658, but reſtor'd by the Treaty of the 
Pyrennees. 


THEY 
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THEY took it again in 1667, had 
it confirm'd by the Peace of. Aix Ua 
Chapelle, but reſtor'd it by the Peace of 
Nimeguen. 

THIS City will be for ever famous for 
the great Victory which the Duke of Marl- 
borough and Prince Eugene gain'd near it 
over the French, commanded by the Dukes 
of Burgundy and Vendsſme, on the 11th of 
July, 1708, N. S. when the Armies on both 
Sides in this Country were the moſt nu- 
merous of any that had been ſeen in the 
Netherlands ſince the beginning of that 
War. * 

THE French having inveſted this Cit 
with a Deſign to beſiege it, as a Place which 
they judg'd to be of the greateſt Importance 
for ſecuring their treacherous Conqueſts of 
Ghent and Bruges, the Duke of Marlbo- 
rough and Prince Eugene held a Council 
of War with the other Confederate Generals, 
in which thev reſolv'd to go and attack them, 
tho' Prince Eugenes Army, which he left 
marching from rhe Rhzne, was not yet come 


up. 

'U PoN this the French quitted Aude- 
nard, and paſs'd the Scheld, and the Confe- 
derates paſs'd it alſo to engage them. The 
tirſt Action began at Three in the Afternoon, 


when General Cadogan and Brigadier Sa- 
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bine, with 12 Batallions, fell upon 7 Batal- 
lions of the French poſted in the Village of 
Hearne, whom they ſoon defeated, taking 
three entire Batallions Priſoners, and a great 
Part of the other four. Then General Rant- 
Sau with eight Squadrons attack'd the French 
Horſe drawn up in a Plain between the Vil 
lages of Rot and Mullen, and entirely de- 
feated them, driving them into Incloſures, 
and into the Highway which led into the 
March of their own Army. Here it was 
that the Electoral Prince of Hanover, now 
Prince of Wales, who was not long arrivd 
in Flanders, where he had his Father' 
Leave to make the Campaign, fignalized 
himſelf in ſuth Enterprizes as were worthy 
of his Birth, and of thoſe illuſtrious Crowns 
to which he was then the Preſumptive, and is 
now the next Apparent Heir, He charg'd with 
Sword in Hand, as a Volunteer, at the Head 
of his Father's Dragoons, commanded by 
Lieutenant-General Bulau; he had a Horſe 
{hot under him, and Colonel Euskey, who 
commanded the Squadron where he charg', 
was kilPd as he was fighting bravely by 
him. Several other Volunteers of a high 
Rank diſtinguiſh'd themſelves upon this Oc- 
cafion (amongſt whom was Lieutenant Ge- 
neral Schaylemburgh) charging in the Van 
of the Horſe with equal Spirit and Gallan- 

try, 
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try, and by their Example animating the 
private Men,till Fortune declar'd in Favour 
of the Allies, During this the French at- 
tack'd the Batallions of Major General 
Collier and Brigadier Grumchon, with 
great Fury, who bravely maintain'd their 
Poſt for a long time, till the Duke of Argyle 
came to ſupport them with 20 Batallions, 
who were hardly poſted when the French 
attack'd them with great Fury, driving 
ſome Pruſſian Batallions from their Poſts, 
which, notwithſtanding the inequality of 
their Numbers, they retook Sword in 
Hand, Count LZortum coming up alfo 
with the reft of the Foot, the Infantry 
form'd themſelves in two Lines before the 
Horſe; and made a general Attack upon 
the Incloſures and Villages where the 
French were poſted, who gave way in moſt 
Places at firſt; but being ſuſtain'd with 
freſh Troops, the Action was maintain'd 
very obſtinately for a good while. The 
Prince of Frzze, who commanded the 
Dutch Foot, and the Count 4 Oxenfliern, 
attack'd the -French Houſhold, who were 
drawn up under the Hedges in a great 
Field, with ſuch Vigour, at the {ame time 
that M. d' Auverquerque and Count Tully 
bore down upon them on the other Side 
with the Daniſh Horſe, thut they retir'd 
back into the Incloſures in W e ; 
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ſo that at laſt, when it was growing dark, 
many Batallions and Squadrons flung 
themſelves out in a deſperate Manner, 
ſome being cut to Pieces as they attempted 
to force their way thro' others, ſome being 
forced back, ſome paſſing thro' unperceivd, 
and others asking to capitulate with their 
whole Regiments. Had there been two 
Hours more of Light, in all probability 
their whole Body of Foot, and their right 
Wing of Horſe, which was very near ſur 
rounded, had been entirely cut off; butit 
growing dark, and the Fire being directed 
ſo many different ways at once, that it wa 
impoſſible to know Friends from Foes 
poſitive Orders were given to fire no more 
till Morning, and rather to let the Enemy 
eſcape, as they did that Night to Ghent, 
than venture the killing of one another, 
Early next Morning, 40 Squadrons under 
the Lieut. Generals Bulau and Lumley were 
ſent to purſue them, who kill'd a great 
Number, took many Priſoners, and pulh'l 
their Rear-Guard within two Leagues of 
Ghent. 

THE Number of the Priſoners taken 
in the whole, amounted to above 8000, 2. 
mong whom were the Chevalier de Rohan, 
the Duke of Charoſt, the Marquis de Bi 
ron, and another Lieutenant General, the 


Duke de St. Aignan, and three other Major 
Gene-

Generals, five Brigadiers, thirty Colonels, 
ſix Lieutenants, ninety-ſix Cornets, one 
hundred and eighty-ſix Gendarmes, two 
hundred and ſix Captains, one hundred and 
forty-ſeven Quarter-Maſters, and near five 
hundred other Officers. They alſo loſt above 
fifty Standards, fifty-one Colours, and 
ten Kettle Drums. Ihey left above four 
thouſand dead on the Spot, among whom 
were the Marquis de Ximenes, Major Gene- 
ral Count de Dreux, the Chevalier de Lux- 
emburgh, and the Prince 4 Egmont, and 
e, off about five thouſand wounded to 
Ghent and Bruges, where the Chevalier 
de Lonville and fifteen other Officers died 
of their Wounds, The Duke of Berry and 
the Chevalier de St. George, who only ſaw 
the Fight from a Church Steeple, retired 
with the Duke of Burgund), in the Front 
of the Army to Ghent, where the Duke of 
Vendoſme arriv'd alſo, about four Hours 
after,with the Rear. 

Tas following Table is an exact Liſt of 
all the Kill'd and Wounded on the Side of 
the Confederates, which ſhews at one View 
to what Nation they belong'd, and whoſe 


Troops ſuffer'd moſt in this glorious 
Action. 
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THOSE of chief Note who were kill'd 
on the Side of the Confederates, were Ma- 
jor General Berenſdorf, the Daniſh Gene- 
ral Rantzau, the Dutch Lieutenant Co- 
lonel Hop, Captain Dean of the Engliſh 
Guards, and Sir 7ohn Matthews, Colonels; 
and as for their Loſs of private Centinels, it 
was ſo repair'd by the liſting of Deſerters 
and Priſoners in the Service of the Allies, 
that their Army was really more numerous 
after the Battle than before. 

Up o the whole, it was aſtoniſhing 
that an Army after a March, or rather of a 
Race, of three or four Days, without reſt- 
ng but few Hours, could march four or 
five Leagues upon the x1th, paſs fo large a 
River as the Scheld, under the Noſe of a 
ſuperior Army, and then drive that Army 
from Hedge to Hedge, till they had entire- 
ly beat them. No wonder that the French 

fficers who were Priſoners, ſaid in excuſe 
of their Generals, that they had to deal 
with Devils; but if they took the Soldiers 
of the Confederate Army for Devils, ſure 
they ought to have taken the Generals who 
commanded them for Gods. And indeed the 
Duke of Marlborough and Prince Eugene, 
by drawing up the Troops every where in 
Perſon, leading them to Triumph, and ſha- 
ring in their Dangers, more juſtly deſerv*d 
that Title than thoſe who were deify'd by 
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the old Romans. The ſame Praiſe was un- 
doubtedly due to the Velt-Marſhal 4 Auver. 

uerque, who (though he had been in a 
n Condition all the preceeding 
Winter) forgetting his Infirmities and his 
Age, was all the while on Horſeback at the 
Head of the Cavalry, and commanded the 
Left Wing during the whole Action with 
that martial Vigour, which fifty Campaigns, 
and a long Illneſs, had not been able to di. 
miniſh, Nor muſt it be forgot that Major 
General Weck, Brigadier Portail, the Duke 
of Wirtemberg, Count Tilly, Major Ir. 
Win, and the other Generals concern'd in 
that Engagement, gloriouſly diſcharged their 
Duty, particularly the following, who were 
wounded, ſome of them dangerouſly, viz. 
Lieutenant General Mat ſinore, Major Ge- 
nerals Meredith and Lauder, and Colonel; 
Groves and Pennyfeather. 

COURT R AT hath by much a gayer 
Air than Audenard, though tis not ſo ſtrong, 
It is here where the fineſt Table Linnen in 
the World is made, and with which all Eu- 
rope is furniſhed. The Market-Place 1 
pretty ſpacious, and the Streets regular; 
here are all manner of Religious Orders, 3 
in the other Towns, and the Cathedral 
founded by Bauldwin, Emperor ofConftan- 
tinople, in the Year 1703, is very well en

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ble in my paſling through there, was, that 
the Governor is an Irzſhman, the Comman-

Inhabi ant of any of theſe three Kingdoms. 
The French ſurpriz'd this Town about 
1382, as the People were celebrating their 
annual Feſtival for a great Victory they ob- 
tain'd over them in 1302. The * 
down the Town, and rebuilt it better than 
it was before. It was often taken and re- 
taken in the late Wars, The French took 
it in 1646, and built a Citadel, but the a- 
niarde retook it next Lear. The French 
took it again in 1667, kept it by the Treaty 
of Aix la Chapelle, and reſtor'd it to the 
Spaniard by that of Nimeguen; but they 
re- took and kept it till 1684, when, after 
diſinantling it, they reſtor'd it to the 
Saniards upon the ſigning of the twenty 
Years Truce betwixt both Crowns.

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TA E Chatellanie or Country depending 
upon Courtray, conſiſts of ſixty Towns or

MENT N is very ſmall, conſiſting on- 
ly of one Street, but very ſtrong, being 
one of the Maſter-Pieces of the famous En- 
gineer Vauban. 

IT was taken the 22d of Auguſt, 1706, af- 
ter eighteen Days open Trenches, by the 
Dutch, while the Duke of Marlborough 
cover'd the Siege, in which the French loſt 
1300 Men, and the Allies about 517. The 
ſtorming of the Counterſcarp, which was 
taken on the 18th, prov'd a very bloody 
Action. The Attack was commanded on 
the Right by Lieutenant General Scho/ts, 
having under him Major General Pallaut 
and Brigadier Swartzelt ; and on the Lett 
by the Earl of Orkney, having under him 
the Duke of Argyle, who diſtinguifh'd him- 
ſelf in a particular manner, and Major Ge- 
neral de Villates. It was computed that 
the French had no leſs than 1000 Men kill'd 
and wounded in this Attack, The Garrifon 
being allow'd the uſual Marks of Honour, 
by Virtue of their Capitulation, march'd 
out on the 25th with Monſ. Caraman their

found in the Place 55 Braſs Cannon, and 10 
of Iron, beſides ſeveral bury'd under Ground, 
6 Mortars, 810 double Barrels of Powder, 
387 double Barrels of Musket Ball, and a 
great Quantity of all other Sorts of Am- 
munition and Proviſions. Four of the Can- 
non had the Arms of England on them, 
having been taken at the Battle of Landen, 
and theſe the Duke of Marlborough order'd 
to be ſent to England.

But they loſt not one Officer of Note, ex- 
cept Brigadier Capol, and a Son of the Earl 
of Athlone; Count Corneille, Son to Monſ. 
4 Auverquerque, better known in the Ar 
my by the Title of Count Nafſau-Ougden- 
burgh, Brigadier General of Horſe, going 
into the Trenches with the Princes of Na/- 
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ſau- Dillenburgh, out of Curioſity, was 
wounded in the Thigh. This Town was, 
by the Treaty of Utrecht, yielded to the 
States in favour of the Houſe of Auſtria, 
and now ſerves as part of the Dutch Bar- 
rier. 

LISLE, which the French call Lit. 
tle Paris, is certainly one of the fineſt Ci- 
ties in Europe, by its Situation, the Regu- 
larity of its Streets, and its Fortifications. 
It is call'd Liſie, becauſe the little Rivers 
that run through it ſeem to make an Iſle; 
the Windmills round this City as you ap- 
proach it, are ſo numerous, that in a man- 
ner they hide the City; and the Citadel that 
commands it is not inferior to that at An. 
Ter p. 

THz Market-Place of this City, from 
whence all the great Streets run, is divided 
into two by a fine Exchange, built in the 
Year 1664, after the manner of that at 
London, which hath four Gates, from 
whence you go into the Market-Place. 

THE Street call'd La Rue Royale, or 
Royal Street, is certainly the longeſt, the 
ſtraighteſt, and moſt uniform in Europe. 
It runs from the Market-Place to the Citadel, 
near an Zxgliſh Mile: The Street is wider 
than the Pall-Mall at London, and all the 
Houſes of an equal Height, as in Hatton- 
Garden. 


HERE 
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HERE are alſo ſeveral Squares environ'd 


with handſome Houſes, eſpecially that of 


the Mint, where they Coin their Money, 

TH E Cathedral Church of St. Peter is 
2 venerable old Edifice, in which are ſeveral 
Tombs, but particularly that of Lewis de 
Maull, Count of Flanders, and his Wife 
Margaret of Brabant, is worth the Cu- 
rioſity of a Stranger. 

I N this Church is alſo a fine Chappel de- 
dicated to the Virgin Mary, and magnifi- 
cently adorn'd ; all the other Churches, 
which are very many, as well as the Con- 
vents for Men and Women, are worth ſee- 
ing. TH1s City hath a Face of Trade 
like London, or Amſterdam, and makes a 
better Appearance than Antwerp ; for in 
the Coffee-houſes round the Market-Place, 
before and after Change, a world of Buſi- 
neſs is tranſa&ed, and here is a good Manu— 
factory for Camblets and Light Stuffs, 
which they ſend to Spain and the Spaniſh 
Weſt- Indies. 

THE demoliſhing of Dunkirk was a 
great prejudice to this City, for that was 
their Port of Exportation and Importation, 
but now they are neceſſitated to ſend their 
Goods by Land Carriage to Parzs, and re- 
ceive their Returns from thence, 
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TAE Country depending on this City, 
is of ſo vaſt an extent, that it contains 138

tifulleſt part of the Lou Countries; and al- 
though Bruſſels, by the Court's being there, 
makes a greater movement in Coaches, 
Equipages and Diverſions, yet this ſeems 
to be much the finer City. Be 

T H1s famous City was built in 1007, 
by Count Baldwin IV. and walld by his 
Son Baldwin V. who was born in it, It 
ſuffer'd much in the 13th Century ; for in 
1213, Philip- Auguſius, of France, dil- 
mantled it; 'twas retaken the next Year by 
Count Ferrand, and in 1297, Philip the 
Fair ruin'd it. It had formerly Lords of 
its own, who had the Title of Caſtellaus 
from the 11th Century to 1234, that it came 
to the Family of Peronne, afterwards t 
that of Luxembur gh, then to the Family of 
Vendoſine, next to that of Burgundy, and 
from them to the Houſe of Auſtria, till 
the Year 1667, when Lewis XIV. took it 
and fortify'd it with a noble Citadel, and 
ſo man orks, that *twas one of the 
ſtrongeſt Places in Europe. He alſo en- 
larg'd it with a Suburb, adorn'd it with ſe- 
veral fine new Streets, and in 1673, he or- 
der'd theſe blaſphemous Inſcriptions to 
be put on the new Caſtle, Genres lauda- 
bunt te & Reges Terræ Gloriam tuam; 

1. C. 
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i. e. The Gentiles ſhall praiſe thee, and the 
Kings of the Earth thy Glory, And, In 
Sole poſur Tabernaculum meum; i. e. 1 
have plac'd my Tent in the Sun. In ſhort, 
it was the only Town improv'd by his 
Conqueſts, and by being, as it were, the 
Center of Commerce betwixt France and 
the Netherlands, it became very rich by 
its Trade in Linnen Cloth, Camblets, 
Silks, &&-c. *Twasconfirm'd to the French 
by the Treaty of Aix la Chapelle, but 
taken by the Confederates in 1708, after 
one of the moſt tedious and bloody Sieges 

in all the laſt War. 
PRINCE Eugene and Prince Naſſau 
inveſted it on the 13th of Auguſt, and 
the Duke of Marlborough and Marſhal 
Auverquerque, cover'd the Siege, The 
Garriſon conſiſted of twenty Batal lions and 
ſeven Squadrons, commanded by Mareſchal 
Boufflers, and three Lieutenant Generals 
under him, M. Lee being Commander of 
the Town. The Trenches were open'd on 
the 22d, but it was the 22d of October 
before the French offer'd a Capitulation, 
and then only for the Town, into which 
the Prince of Hol/ſtcin-Beck march'd as 
Governor, The Citadel held out to the 
th of December, when it capitulated, and 
obtain'd the uſual Marks of Honour. The 
Attacks, Sallies and Repulſes, during this 
| 2 Siege, 
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Siege, were very deſperate and bloody, 
and too numerous to be mention'd here, the 
Loſs of the French being computed at 7000 
Men, and that of the Allies at gooo ; but 
the greateſt Loſs of the latter, was in that 
brave General Auverquerque, who was 
taken ill in the Camp, and died there uni- 
verſally lamented by the whole Confede. 
rate Army. Prince Eugene receiv'd a Shot 
in his Head, which confin'd him ſome Days 
to his Tent. The French left 90 Braſs 
Cannon in the Town, with many of Iron, 
and 20000 Weight of Powder, but little 
Proviſions ; many of the Soldiers having 
been oblig'd to eat Horſefleſn and other 
Carrion, becauſe of the dearneſs of Meat, 
Mutton being ſold at half a Crown a Pound, 
and Beef at a Shilling. 

AMoNG other Perſons of chief Note 
at this famous Siege, were the preſent 
King of Poland, the preſent King of Swe- 
den, his Father the Landgrave of Heſt, 
and his Brother Prince William, the Prince 
of Holſtein-Beck, Earl of Albemarle, 
Earl of Stairs, Earls of Orkney and Ath- 
lone, Count Naſſau-Woudenburgh, Counts 
Schlick and Lottum, the Lieutenant Gene. 
nerals Wille, Spar, Fagel, Arnham, Paſ: 
cal, Erle, Mood and Withers, the Major 
Generals Denhof, Schuylemburgh, Colliers, 
Murray, Cadogan and Webb; the Briga- 

diers 
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diers Groveſtein, Waſſenaer, Keppel, Sabin, 
Chanclos, Syburgh, Els, Rank, Evans, 
and Temple, now Lord Cobham, Goſlinga, 
one of the States Field Deputies, Colonels 
Cronſt room, Hamilton, and Preſton, Quar- 
ter-Maſter Armſtrong, Gc. 

THE French Army made frequent 
Attempts to diſturb and retard the Siege 
of this important Place, by attacking 
Bruſſels and other Places in the neigh- 
bourhood , ſtopping up the Paſſages of the 
Scheld, and drowning the Country to de- 
prive the Beſiegers of receiving Ammuni- 
tion and other Neceſſaries, and by attack- 
ing the Confederate Convoys, particularly 
the Ammunition which had been ſent 
from England to Oftend, with a few Troops 
under General Er/e, and which he was 
convoying with his ſmall Party in ſeveral 
hundred Waggons to the Siege. The Duke 
of Marlborough being inform'd that the 
French and Spaniards, under the Counts 
de la Motte and Bergheick, were ſent to 
intercept them, detach'd General Webb to 
meet and reinforce the Convoy, This Ge- 
neral being met by the French at a Place 
call'd Wynendale, in a Paſs between two 
Woods, on the 28th of September, diſpoſed 
his Batallions ſo judiciouſly, and his Men 
fought ſo valiantly, that with 6000 Men 
he maintain'd a Fight of two Hours againſt 

24000

24000 Men with 40 Pieces of Cannon, 
(19 of which had play'd upon our Army 
three Hours) and made them retire in 
Confuſion, with the loſs of 4000 Men. Mean 
time the Convoy paſs'd undiſturb'd another 
Way, and arriv'd ſafe in the Camp before 
Liſle. The Lols in this Action on our Side, 
was about 1ooo Officers and Soldiers kill'd 
and wounded, Count Naſſau- ouden- 
burgh, Count Lottum and Brigadier Els 
likewiſe gain'd great Reputation in this 
Action; and had the 300 Horſe, brought 
by General Cadogan, been timely re- 
inforc'd by the reſt of the Horſe which 
that General had order'd to follow him, 
'twas thought the Enemy wou'd have found 
it very difficult to retire ; for the Foot be- 
hav'd ſo reſolutely, that not one Batallion 
was forc'd from its Poſt ; but, on the con- 
trary, went out by Plattoons, and made a 
continual Fire upon the Enemy, in as good 
Order, as if they had been Exercifing. | 

B the Treaty of Urrecht, the States- 
General oblig'd themſelves to reſtore the 
Chatellany, Lown, and Citadel of ZLiſe, with 
all the Cannon, Artillery, Arms, Bullets and 
Ammunition found therein, when taken, 
to the French. 

From Liſie, in three Hours, I arriv'd 
at Doway, a City, which in 1560 was e- 
rected into an Univerſity, like that of Lou» 

Vain, 
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vain, by Philip II. of Spain, by reaſon of 
its being in the middle of ſo many great 
Cities, and Louvain at ſo great a Diſtance, 
that the Children of the Country were ge- 
nerally ſent for their Education into 
France, which carried out their Money, 

IT contains 14 Colleges, all govern'd and 
ſettled after the manner of thoſe at Lou- 
vain, and the Schools of Philoſophy, Ca- 
non and Civil Law, and Phyſick, are 
diſpoſed alſo after the ſame manner, only 
the Director here is choſen annually. 

THe Congregation de propaganda Fide 
at Rome, have eſtabliſh'd an handſome Se- 
minary here for the Engliſh, who, after a 
few Years Reſidence, are oblig'd to go into 
England to propagate Popery, where they 
appear in all manner of Shapes. 

THe Scots have allo a College here, go- 
vern'd by the Jeſuits of their Nation; and 
the Iriſh have another. 

HE RE are abundance of Convents alſo, 
amongſt which are two Engliſb, one of 
Recolets, and Yother Beneditines. 

IN the Cathedral Church, in which 
there are 24 Canons of Quality, the Biſhop 
of Bologn in France being always one, 
there is preſery'd a comical Piece of Su- 
perſtition, which is a miraculous Hoſtie, 
wherein Jeſus Chriſt ſhow'd himſelf in dif- 


ferent Figures, in the Year of our Lord 12 54» 
ut 
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but we have no Authority for this, except 
the Teſtimony of one Thomas Cantampre; 
and yet every Wedneſday after Eaſter, the 
Commemoration of this is kept as a Holi- 
day. 

Y ou enter the City by fix Gates, and 
the Streets from each lead you to the 
Market-place, where is a venerable old 
Town-houſe, adorn'd with the Statues of 
the antient Earls of Flanders, in which 
the Magiſtrates who govern the Town 
aſſemble, and are renew'd every thirteen 
Months: Here are alſo held ſeveral Coun. 
try Courts for the Dependencies of Doway, 
which contain about thirty Villages. The 
Parliament, which uſed to aſſemble at 
Tournay, meets now here, ſince Tourna) 
has been given as a Barrier to the Dutch. 

THis Town was taken by the French 
King in 1667, after a ſhort Reſiſtance. That 
Prince made it very ſtrong, and built a 
Fort about a e below it upon the 
Scarp, with Sluices, by which he cou'd 
drown the adjacent Country. The Confe- 
derates open'd Trenches before it on the 
4th of May, 1710,with 40 Batallions under 
the Command of the Prince of Anhault- 
Deſſau, and the Prince of Naſſau Frie- 
land; the Garriſon commanded by Alber- 
gotti, conſiſting of 17 Batallions, and 
3 Squadrons of Dragoons, beſides 3 2 

ions 
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lions in Fort-Scarp, and the Princes of Sa- 
voy and Marlborough cover'd the Siege 
againſt Mareſchal Villars and the Duke of 
Berwick, Afﬀter a vigorous Defence, both 
the Town and Fort-Scarp capitulated on 
the 26th of June following, upon honoura- 
ble Terms, and Lieutenant General Hom- 
peſch took Poſſeſſion of it as Governor of 
the Town, and Brigadier des Rogues of 
the Fort. The Allies found in the Place 
42 Braſs Cannon, 200 Iron, Boo Mortars, 
with Ammunition and ſmall Arms. The 

had, during the Siege, 2142 Men kill'd, 
and 5865 wounded; of which, the Engliſh 
loſt 570 Men, and had 1339 wounded in 
the Regiments of Saliſh, Smit, Metral, 
General Erle, Mordaunt, Sabine, Prim- 
roſe, Preſton, Hamilton, Sutton and Ho- 
neywood, Colonel Sutton's Regiment 
ſuffer'd very much in one of the Salleys, 
till Major General Macartney, with the 
other Regiments in the Trenches, comin 

up to their Relief, repulſed the Beſieg'd 
with confiderable loſs; but Lieutenant Col. 
Gledhill, of Sutton's Regiment, was woun- 
ded and taken, The Prince of Heſſe-Caſſel, 
General Cadogan, Count Til, and the Ge- 
nerals Fagel and Waſſenaer, were allo pre- 
ſent at this Siege. Upon the Deſertion of 
the late Duke of Ormond, in 1712, the 
French laid Siege to it again on the 14th of 


Auguſt,

Auguſt, and the Garriſon of Fort- Scarp, 
conſiſting but of 400 Men, was oblig'd to 
ſurrender Priſoners of War on the 28th, as 
the Town did on the 8th of Seprember, 
which had but 1200 Men in the Garriſon 
fit for Service. Both the Town and Fort 
repulſed the Enemy ſeveral times, tho 
= were attack'd by above 80 Cannon. 

THz Country round Doway is very 
fertile and very pleaſant, and you ſee ſe- 
veral fine Abbeys within its Diſtricht on the 
Banks of the Scarp. That of Marchienne, 
with its fine Steeple, is very curious, and 
little inferiour to St. Amand. This little 
Town of Marchienne was rn” to the 
Allies in 1710, who fortify'd it in 1712, 
and made it their Magazine and Hoſpital- 
general for the Army; but the Duke of 
Ormond deſerting with the Engliſh, en- 
couraged the French to attack it, after 
beating the Dutch at Denain, The 
took here 110 Ships belonging to the Duet 
loaded with Eombs, Bullets, Powder, Gre- 
nado's and Proviſions for the Army, be- 
ſides 70 Pieces of great Cannon, and 40 
Field Pieces, which put a ſhameful End to 
a glorious Campaign. 

TAE Abbey of Anchein is not infe- 
rior to that of Marchienne, and worth the 
Curiolity of a Stranger; tis but an Hour 
from Doway, and as it's incireled *

THe Abbey of Flines for Ladies, being 
but half a Mile from Doway, muſt not be 
paſs'd by ; there are ſeldom leſs than 100 
Ladies.

TR ROM Poway I took the little 

SES Town of Aire in my Way, (from 
| RE whence one goes br a Treck- 
Bears Schuyt in twoHours toò t. Omer.) 
This Town is very ſtrong, being 
fortify'd with eight Baſtions, and cover'd by 
the Fort Sr. Frances, which hath five Baſti- 
ons more. Here you ſee an old Caſtle, large 
Streets, and handſome Squares; their chief 
Church was very magnificent before the 
Siege in 1710, when it was much ruin'd by 
the Bombs ; and its Steeple, which was one 
of the fineſt in the Country, fell down in 
1713, when they rung all the Bells at once, 
for Joy that the French took Poſſeſſion of 
It again. | 


HERE 
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HERE are abundance of Convents for 
Men and Women, amongſt whom the Church 
of the Jeſuits is worth ſeeing. The Eugliſh 
have alfo here a Nunnery for Ladies, call'd 
the Poor Clares; and poor they are indeed! 
for they have two bare-footed Friers to go 
about the Country every Morning to beg 
Proviſion for them, who never miſs in com- 
ing into the publick Inns, when they hear 
of the Arrival of an Engliſhman. I went 
to deliver my Charity our of my own Hands, 
which I put into a Wheel that turned round, 
but could not ſee any of their Faces, only 
the Lady that received the Bounty, told 
me that ſhe was a Daughter of a Lord Wid- 
drengton. 0 

THE French took it in 1641. The 
Spaniards re- took it ſoon after; but the 
French, under Monſ. Schomberg, took it 
again in 1676, and had it confirm'd to 
them by the Treaty of Nimeguen. 

THIS Town and St. Venant, about four 
Miles from it, were both inveſted by the 
Confederates in one Day, viz. the 6th o 
September, 1710, the Duke of Marlbo- 
rough and Prince Eugene covering the Sieges, 
and the Earl of Albemarle commanding 
the Horſe, The Prince of Naſſau-Frie- 
fand with twenty Batallions forc'd St. Ve- 
nant to ſurrender on the 29th, with the 
O 2 uſual 
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uſual Marks of Honour, and M. Bruyn, a 
Dutch Engineer, was appointed Governor; 
but Azre held out againſt the Prince of An- 
halt. Deſſau with forty Batallions, till the 
8th of October, when the Garriſon capitu- 
lated, and was allow'd Conduct to Sr. Omers, 
with the uſual Marks of Honour, fix Co- 
ver'd Waggons, and four Pieces of Cannon. 
They march'd out with only 3628 Men, 
their Numbers being much diminiſh'd du- 
ring the Siege, and they left 1500 Wound- 
ed in the Town, who were to remain there 
till Recovery, The French Governor was 
Monſ. Goesbriant, and ſucceeded by the 
Count Naſſau-Houdenburgh. 

T H E Prince of Anhault narrowly eſcap'd 
with his Life in the Trenches, where he 
had his Hat ſtruck off with a Cannon- 
Ball. 

BoTH this City and Sz, Venant were re- 
ſtor'd to the French by the Treaty of 
Utrecht. 

I forgot totell you, that the Great Church 
of Aire hath a Chapter of thirty-eight Ca- 
nons, richly endowed. 

ABOUT eleven Miles from Aire lies 
Bethune, the Metropolis of a County ot 
that Name, and in the ſame Province with 
Cambray. It was. taken by the French 
from the Spaniards in 1645, and confirm'd 
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to them by the Treaty of Pyrenees, Mon. 
V auban, the great Engineer of France, 
fortify'd it with ſuch Works as were thought 
equal in 1 to Charleroy and Lan- 
dau, two of his Maſter-pieces. Tis in a 
manner ſurrounded alſo by the River Biette. 
It was inveſted by the Allies on the 15th of 
July, 1710. There were two Attacks, one 
commanded by Jchuylemburgh, General of 
the Saxons, and the other by the Baron de 
Fagel, General of the Dutch Infantry, and 
the Cavalry under them was commanded by 
Lieutenant General Wood. The Governor, 
who was Monſ. de Puys Vauban, havi 
loſt near 2000 Men in Defence of the Place, 
beat a Parley on the 28th of Auguſt, and 
march'd out with the uſual Marks of Ho- 
nour on the 3ift, when the Allies put ſame 
Forces into it under the command of Major 
General Keppel. But it was reſtor'd to 
the French by the Treaty of Utrecht. 

FROM Aire, before i proceeded to St. 
Omer, I made a little Excurſion to ſee the 
City of Arras, the Capital of this Pro- 
vince of Artois, being but at a ſmall Diſ- 
tance, 

ARRAS is ſituated like Mons upon a 
Hill, and is divided into three Parts by the 
little River Crinchen and the Scarp. The 
Diviſion makes the Town, City, and the 


O 3 Cita- 
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Citadel, all three ſtrongly fortify'd, The 
beautifulleſt Part is the great Market-Place, 
which is very long, and the Houſes round 
it Piazza'd, as at Covent-Garden in London. 
In the little Market-Place adjoining ſtands 
the Town-Houſe, a very magnificent Build. 
ing, with a Belfrey, on the Top of which is 
a Brazen Lyon, gilt, for a Weathercock. 
IN the middle of this little Market is a 
Chappel, with a Cupola built after the Ita. 
lian manner, and finely adorn'd by Preſents 
from all Parts of the Country, in Honour to a 
Candle, which, they ſay, the Virgin Mary 
brought with her own Hands here in the Year 
1105, inthe Time of a great Lightning; and 
that whoever touches this Candle ſhall never 
be hurt with Lightning *Tis kept in a Silver 
Caſe, adorn'd with precious Stones ; and 
ſuch Crouds of People flock thither when- 
ever it Thunders and Lightens, to make 
their Offerings to the Candle, that it ſur- 
paſſes Expreſſion and Belief. 

THE Cathedral is in that Part call'd the 
City. It is a vaſt old Gothick Building, and 


on its Steeple 1s a Clock, like that of Cam- 

bray, with little Braſs Statues coming out 

every Hour to ſtrike the Bell. The Church 

is adorn'd within with Chappels and Altars 

of Marble and Braſs, and fine Sculpture and 

1 anting, too tedious to give the Particu- 
8 : 


THEY 
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THEy have in this Church another ri- 
diculous Piece of Superſtition, viz. ſome 
Manna, which to me look'd liker Wool, in 
a Silver Caſe extreamly inrich'd with Pearls 
and Diamonds, which they ſay fell from 
Heaven in the Time of a great Drought, in 
the Lear 371, and which is carried about in 
Proceſſion always when they want Rain. 

BUT the greateſt beauty of Arras, is 
the Royal Abbey of St. Vaaſt, or Vedaſt, 
whoſe Abbot 1s Sovereign of the Town, and 
of eighty Villages that depend upon it. 

THis Abbey is truly a Royal Palace, 
and its Church one of the handſomeſt in the 
Low-Countries, whether for the fine Seats 
of the Monks, the fine Pictures on the Altars, 
the fine Cupola on the Top, or fine Tombs 
of Kings and Princes buried there, | 

T H E Abbots of this Abbey are generally 
Perſons of the firſt Quality, who never re- 
fide here, but the Grand Prior governs in his 
Abſence. They have one of the fineſt Col- 
leges at Doway, which belongs to this Ab- 
bey, for the Inſtruction of the Youth of 
Arras and its Dependencies, 

I T was in this Abbey where the famous 
Treaty was concluded betwixt England, 
France and Burgundy in 1435. Philip 
the Good, Duke of Fg was there in 
Perſon ; England ſent tor Plenipotentiaries, 
O 4 Car- 
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Cardinal Beaufort, Biſhop of Wincheſter, 
the Archbiſhop of Tor, the Earls of Hun- 
tingdon and Suffolk, with the Biſhops of 
Norwich and St. Davids. France ſent the 
Dukes of Bourbon and of Auvergne, the Earl 
of Richmont, Conſtable of France; the Earl 
LVendoſme, Great Marſhal of the Houſhold ; 
the Archbiſhop of Rheims, Great Chan- 
cellor of France; with two Secretaries of 
State. 

TH E Churches and Chappels belonging 
to Convents in this City, are above 100, 
and ſome of them worth ſeeing, eſpecially 
that of the barefooted Carmelites. 

LEW IS XI. took this City in 1427 
and the Emperor Maximilian, in 1493. It 
was reckon'd fo ſtrong while in Poſſeſſion of 
the Houſe of Auſtria, that they put an In- 
ſcription over one of the Gates, importing, 
that the French ſhall never take Arras till 
the Mice devour the Cats. They took it, 
however, after ſeven Weeks Siege, in 1640. 
The Spaniards laid Siege to it in 1654, but 
were defeated, and forc'd to raiſe it on 
St. Lewis's Day, and the French had it 
confirm'd to them by the Pyrenean Treaty, 
1659. 

I HAVE now given you what is curious 
at Arras, and ſhall proceed by the Treck- 
Schuyt from Aire to St. Omer. 


St, 
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St. OME Ris a very large City, ſituated in 
a marſhy Ground, which makes it ſtrong by 
Nature as well as it is by Art; for by its 
Sluices, of which they reckon 1000 in the 
Town and Country, they may put the 
Country under Water for two Leagues 
round, 

TH E Streets are ſpacious and long, and 
its Cathedral an old Gothic Building, yet 
beautiful; amongſt the Religious Houſes 
here, that of the Enghtſh Fefuits is a very 
ſtately Fabrick. It conſiſts of two large 
Squares, and 1s equal to any of the Colleges 
at Oxford. They have ſeldom under 200 
Engliſh Scholars at a time, and it's from 
hence cage © that Popery 1s kept up in that 
Kingdom. But the great Beauty of St. O- 
mer, is the magnificent Abbey of St. Ber- 
tin, a fine Piece of Architecture, and much 
larger than Hampton-Court in England. 
Its Church is very beautiful, with a large 
Tower or Steeple, from the Top of which, 
in a clear Day, you may ſee the Coaſts of 
England. 

PHILIP the Good held two Chap- 
ters of the Order of the Golden-Fleece in 
this Church, one in 1440, when he created 


four Knights ; the other in 1461, when he

THERE are ſeveral handſome Suburbs 
to this City, particularly one call'd Hot. 
pont, which contains about 3oo Houſes, all 
inhabited by an antient Race of Flemings, 
who wear the old Dreſs, and ſpeak the old 
Language of the Country. 

THERE are 79 Villages that depend on 
St, Omer, which are govern'd by a Head 
Bailiff, who holds his Courts for trying 
of Cauſes twice a Week; and near the Town 
is a ſpacious Lake full of floating Iſlands, 
coverd with Trees, which in Summer 
gives a delicious Proſpect. St. Omer was 
taken by the Duke of Orleans in 1677, after 
the Defeat of the Prince of Orange, who 
advanced as far as Mont- Caſſel to relieve it; 
and it was confirm'd to the French by the 
Treaty of Nimeguen. 

HAavins juſt mention'd the Battle of 
Mont. Caſſel, which was fought about the 
middle of April, ſhall only add, that both 
Armies engaged there with a great deal of 
Bravery, and that the firſt Regiment of the 
Dutch Foot beginning to break and fall in 
Diſorder after a ſharp Diſpute, the Prince of 
Orange, who had no Troops with him but 
the ſingle Forces of the States, and two ſuch 
Generals as the Dukes of Orleans and Lux- 
emburgh to oppoſe him, rallied them again 
ſeveral times, and renew'd the Charge; and 

when 
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when at laſt he was bore down by the meer 
Flight of his Men, whom he was forc'd 
himſelf to reſiſt like Enemies, he fell in a- 
mong them with Sword in Hand, and cuttin 
the firſt Man he came to croſs the Face, he 
{aid aloud, Raſcal, I will be ſure to mark 
thee, that at laſt I may hang thee. But 
all that ever the Prince cou'd do, was not 
enough to inſpire Courage into his diſpirited 
Countrymen; and therefore being forc'd to 
yield to the Stream, that carried him back 
to the reſt of his Troops which yet ſtood 
firm; with them, and ſuch of the reſt as 
he cou'd rally, he made a Retreat, that was 
not much inferior to the Honour of a 
Victory. | 

THIS Province of Artozs, which is the 
beſt of the ten, and is cald the Granary of 
the Lou - Countries, is not above 25 Leagues 
long and 12 Leagues broad, and yet, beſides 
the many wall'd Cities, contains 884 Vil- 
lages. | 
| 7 Hs Country was govern'd formerly 
by Earls of their own, and I have ſeen a 
Liſt of above 40 of them, till it was united 
with the reſt in the Houſe of Burgundy ; 
but Philip IV. of Spain, renounced it to 
France, under whoſe Dominion it now is, 


This Country join'd with the reſt in op- 
TH poſing 
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poſing the Impoſitions of Spain under the 
Duke of Alva; but at laſt they left their 
Brethren, the Hollanders, in the Lurch, 
and ſubmitted themſelves by a Treaty con- 
cluded in the Abbey of Mount St. Eloy, the 
6th of April, 1579 ; but whatever Condi- 
tions they might receive from Spain then, 
they were all broke thro' by the 11th Ar- 
ticle of the Treaty of Nimeguen, in 1678, 
when 1t was delivered up to France. 

I HAVE now made an exact Tour of the 
Auſtrian Netherlands, and think I have o- 
mitted nothing that is material, nor inſerted 
any thing ſuperfluous. 

TH E Accounts I have given you of the 
Governments of the ſeveral Provinces, I 
took generally from the Greffiers of the 
Towns ] paſs'd through; but the Deſcripti- 
ons are all what I ſaw myſelf. 

As for the Narratives of the ſeveral 
Battles and Sieges, they are collected from 
the trueſt Accounts of thoſe Tranſactions 
that are to be met with; they are told 
with the utmoſt Brevity, that the great 
Events wou'd admit of; and if they are any 
where ſwell'd beyond the compaſs of a 
Letter, it was purely for the Sake of com- 
memorating thoſe great Soldiers that had a
